LABOUR leadership candidate Ed 
Miliband has vowed to put some 
red back into the Kent political 
map after the Tories won every 
seat at the general election. 

He was speaking on a visit to the county in a 
bid to reconnect with disillusioned voters and 
win vital support for his leadership bid from 
party activists. 

Despite coming face-to-face with the voters 
who helped turn the political map completely 
blue, Mr Miliband said he believed there was 
still a chance to restore public confidence in 
Labour. 

Speaking to KOS Media after his visit, the 40- 
year-old, who is MP for Doncaster North, echoed 
former leader Gordon Brown’s words that Kent 
is key in taking on the coalition government. 

“It is a real focus for us,” he said. 

“The Labour message seemed to get lost in 
the general election campaign and I’m deter¬ 
mined to show people living here we can 
change their lives. 

“Politics has got a bad name and we need to 
defend it. We must show we can take action 
and make people feel like society is fair. 

“Voters and party members are up for a fight 
against this coalition.” 

As one of the favourites to step into Brown’s 
shoes, Mr Miliband - who is standing against 
his brother David in the leadership election -

said he would make real changes for residents. 

“If I was Labour leader I would make a dif¬ 
ference,” he said. 

“I want to help change their lives - we need 
to show people we don’t take them for granted. 

“What the coalition Government is doing is 
unfair and the cuts economically damaging. 

“I’ll fight the coalition either as Labour 
leader or a party member and I will definitely 
be coming back to Kent to do so.” 

Medway was the focus of Mr Miliband’s visit 
where, accompanied by members of the local 
Labour team and former councillor Bill 
Esterson, now MP for Sefton Central, he helped 
canvass for the Medway Council by-election on 
August 12 for Labour candidate John Jones. 

Mr Miliband admitted it gave him a chance 
to see what was needed to restore public confi¬ 
dence in a party that was crushed by the 
Tories, not only in May’s elections, but also the 
Kent County Council elections in 2009. 

“I went knocking on doors, speaking to 
people about things that would affect them 
directly,” he said. 


“We’ve got to make this reconnection with 
people that used to vote Labour. 

“This was getting back to what the party is 
really about. 

“We’ve got to fight for every vote and by going 
back to basics, speaking to people about what 
is important to them, I think we can do this.” 

Mr Miliband, former secretary of state for 
energy and climate change, said he wants to 
introduce a living wage of more than £7 an 
hour to bring back a sense of value for working 
people. He also stressed his desire to abolish 
tuition fees for university students. 

Mr Miliband said it was important to look at 
a new coal-fired power station at Kingsnorth, 
on the Hoo Peninsula, provided there was ade¬ 
quate carbon capture and storage (CSS). 

“We’ve got to ensure it is clean coal - you 
can’t just build power stations without CCS,” 
he said. “Building a new power station could 
create thousands of jobs.” 

Mr Miliband’s brother David, 44, former for¬ 
eign secretary and Labour MP for South

Shields, visited Medway in May 
and outlined the area’s impor¬ 
tance to the party. 

The brothers are the front-run¬ 
ners in the Labour leadership 
election, with the new leader due 


to be announced in September 
after a ballot of MPs, party mem¬ 
bers, and trade unionists. 

The younger Mr Miliband said 
they have a good relationship 
and it was “weird” being up 
against his sibling. 


He added: “I love David very 
much and probably see him 
more now than I ever have. 

“Whoever wins it will be a 
tough fight, but whether I 
become Labour leader or not, I 
will fight this coalition.”

Academy plans ‘burden’ 
on County Hall funding

SCHOOLS opting out of local 
authority control to become 
academies could cause a massive 
burden on Kent County Councifs 
budget. 

And crucial services provided by County 
Hall to secondary and primary schools could 
be at risk if academies decide to buy provi¬ 
sions elsewhere. 

As the Academies Bill was discussed in 
Parliament this week, KCC officials from the 
department for children, families and educa¬ 
tion considered the changes that could take 
place should legislation be passed. 

If the list of 15 schools - 12 ‘outstanding’ 
and three federated - formally interested in 
becoming academies do convert, KCC will 
lose out on more than £700,000 in grants, 
whereas the schools would rake in a total of 
some £4 million. 

Leaders at KCC fear the more schools that 
breakaway to become academies, the less 
money there will be for lower-achieving 
schools in its budget. 

Independence 

Tory leader of KCC, Cllr Paul Carter, said he 
expected some of the cash for academies may 
come from the council’s budget. 

“This would be a real burden and could mean 
less for us to provide core services,” he said. 

“We would then have to fill that with money 
from other services across the council.” 

Those converting to academies will be given 
more independence and responsibility - 
despite remaining publicly funded - including 
the ability to set their own pay for staff, 
greater control of their budget, and freedom 
from the National Curriculum. 

Schools rated ‘outstanding’ by Ofsted would 
be fast-tracked, despite initial academy plans

under Labour focusing on weaker schools. 

Although funding for academies would be 
comparable to maintained schools, they 
would also get a share of the local authority 
budget for central services, plus an additional 
payment worth six times the amount of the 
initial extra share. 

But where this additional money would 
come from in the future is not clear, and coun¬ 
cils fear it could end up falling on their shoul¬ 
ders if the Government was to reduce funding 
at any point. 

Cllr Carter also admitted the potential 
loss of providing amenities to academies once 
they became independent would be added 
pressure. 

“The budget is a serious concern to us. We 
will have to reshape our support services to 
adapt to these rapid changes that are happen¬ 
ing in education,” he said. 

“We provide services for schools in Kent, but 


academies have control over their own budgets 
and could decide to buy the services elsewhere. 

“The whole schools support network could 
be affected.” 

Independent education advisor Peter Read, 
based in Gravesend, said this could lead to big 
losses to KCC. 

“If every secondary school in Kent was to 
become an academy and not buy their servic¬ 
es through KCC, there would be no infra¬ 
structure for these services at KCC,” he said. 

These include support for vulnerable chil¬ 
dren or special needs help, which could poten¬ 
tially be under threat if this was to happen. 

Cllr Carter said although he supported 
education secretary Michael Gove, he said in 
some cases it could mean fewer opportunities 
for weaker schools. 

Brittle 

“The academy scheme means schools will 
have independence, but for those that are 
weaker and have chosen not to have local 
authority support we may not be able to help 
them,” he said. 

“We’ve had a role in helping and supporting 
the educational skills agenda and I think this 
is significant to some schools. 

“For outstanding schools they will be fine 
with independence, but other schools may 
not be. 

“There needs to be a level playing-field. 

“We are going to have to go with the flow - 
it’s all happening very quickly.” 

Cllr Carter added that although he encour¬ 
aged secondary schools to look into the acade¬ 
my process, he was unsure about the decision 
to invite primary schools to apply. 

“I have serious reservations about this,” 
he said. “They are much more brittle and 
need more support with their budgets and 
services.” 

Four schools given ‘early approval’ this 
week to become academies are Canterbury 
High School, Dartford Boys Grammar, 
Fulston Manor School in Sittingboume, and 
the Hayesbrook School in Tonbridge.

Terrorism laws 
under review 
over ‘nonsense’ 
with snappers 

ANTI-terrorism powers that have led to 
innocent photographers being unfairly 
detained by police are to be reviewed by the 
Government, writes Steve Knight. 

Home Secretary Theresa May revealed last 
week that stop-and-search legislation will go 
under scrutiny because “the duty to protect 
the public must never be used as a reason to 
ride roughshod over our civil liberties”. 

This comes after a photographer was 
arrested in Chatham High Street for taking 
a picture of a policewoman. 

Alex Turner said the incident last year 
resulted in him being handcuffed, with the 
officer in question later telling him she was 
“intimidated” by his 5ft llin frame. 

The review of anti-terrorism powers was 
welcomed in the House of Commons by three 
of Kent’s Tory - MPs Rehman Chishti, Tracey 
Crouch, Charlie Elphicke and Helen Grant. 

Brigita Amey, president of Kent County 
Photographic Association, said she hoped to 
contribute to the study. 

She said: “This is very welcome as photog¬ 
raphers have had all sorts of bad experiences 
under this legislation, frequently due to a 
misunderstanding by the police of what they 
can actually do. They have no right to confis¬ 
cate equipment, delete images and so on, but 
all of these things have been done. 

“I hope the review will stop this nonsense.” 

According to the Home Secretary, the 
review will be conducted by the Home Office 
with the full involvement of the police, secu¬ 
rity and intelligence agencies and other gov¬ 
ernment departments. It will be overseen by 
the former director of public prosecutions 
Lord Macdonald, and will include input from 
the civil rights group Liberty.

A dangerous game 

Former Zimbabwe cricketer’s new book tells of his life in 


Kent after brave stand aa ai nst dictator Mugabe's regime

AS THE first black cricketer to 
play for Zimbabwe and the 
youngest player to represent the 
team, Henry Olonga was already 
used to the sporting limelight. 

But it was his controversial protest in 2003 
against the Zimbabwean Government under 
Robert Mugabe that took him off the back 
pages and onto the front pages. 

In a symbol mourning the 
death of democracy, the fast 
bowler and his team-mate Andy 
Flower wore black armbands in 
a cricket World Cup match 
against Namibia. 

Olonga said it was a silent plea 
to those responsible to stop the 
abuse of human rights. But just 
weeks later, after receiving death 
threats and being branded a trai¬ 
tor, he went into hiding before 
fleeing his home country and 
moving to Kent. 

In a new book, Blood Sweat and Treason, 
released on Monday, Olonga tells the story of 
his life before and after his protest against 
the Zimbabwean government. 

The 34-year-old said: “Writing this book I 
had to revisit a lot of the difficult things that 
happened to me while I was growing up, 
which I suppose at times has been hard. 

“But it made me see how things have 
changed me as a person and I found it quite 
intriguing.”

Speaking to KOS Media about his famous 
protest, Olonga said he had no regrets. 

“I think it was absolutely necessary. 

“It was an opportunity for us to draw atten¬ 
tion to the corruption and bad leadership 
under Mugabe. 

“A lot of people were oblivious to what was 
happening and I’m confident we got more peo¬ 
ple to understand the problems in Zimbabwe. 

“I didn’t realise the effect it would have 
though until about a week later I started 
receiving death threats. 


“My father was living in Zimbabwe, but I 
had to leave. 

“Zimbabwean people are strong in the face 
of adversity and I suppose I just had to deal 
with what was happening.” 

Reports at the time were that a warrant 
was out for his arrest on charges of treason - 
a charge which carries the death penalty in 
Zimbabwe - but Olonga said he was unable 
to confirm this as he was out of the country 
by then. 

“I came to England from South Africa with 
help from the chairman of Lashings, David 
Folb,” he said. 

The Lashings cricket team, based in 
Maidstone, was started in 1984 by Mr Folb 
and has since attracted cricketing legends 
including Richie Richardson, Jimmy Adams 
and Brian Lara. Olonga has been with the 
team for almost eight years. 

“I lived in Maidstone for a number of years 
before moving to London, but I still see Kent 
as my English home,” he said. 

He married in 2004 and is now expecting a 
child with his wife Tara. 

“I want this book to do two things,” he said. 

“Firstly, I want to bring awareness of the 
problems of Zimbabwe to people. There are 
injustices that still exist. 

“There are people out there that can make 
a big difference. 

“Secondly, this is a story of my life and an 
opportunity for me to share my experiences 
about growing up in Zimbabwe, with all its 
political problems. 

“It’s a story that will be significant to the 
cricketing fraternity of Zimbabwe.”

Toll booths may 
go in attempt to 
beat congestion 

TOLL booths could be removed from the 
Dartford crossing in an effort to tackle con¬ 
gestion in the area. 

Dartford Tory MP Gareth Johnson met 
with Secretary of State for Transport 
Phillip Hammond, and said: “The minis¬ 
ters have accepted that current levels of 
congestion at the crossing cannot be 
allowed to continue. 

“There was an acceptance that there has 
to be change. 

“The ministry is carrying out a review of 
the logistics involved in removing the toll 
booths and the misery, congestion and pol¬ 
lution they cause. 

“Whilst this review is being carried out 
the ministry will also look at the possibili¬ 
ty of allowing the tolls to be suspended 
when severe tailbacks build up. 

“It clearly makes sense for the tolls to be 
suspended to allow tailbacks to clear.” 
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KENT County Council 
leader Paul Carter has 
apologised to staff 
upset that senior officers 
pocketed £53,000 in bonuses 
last year. 

The cash was paid despite 
a promise made by former 
chief executive Peter Gilroy in 
January, 2009, that members 
of the chief officers group 
would not accept bonuses for 
2009-10 in recognition of the 


current financial situation. 

His statement followed an 
announcement in last year’s 
budget that staff would only 
receive a one per cent pay rise. 

However, Cllr Carter pointed 
out at that the money relates 
to performance in 2008-09. 

“I do admit the Peter Gilroy 
statement could have been 
better worded,” he said. 
“There was no intention to 
mislead staff, but because it 


was not explicit it was open to 
misinterpretation.” 

Cllr Carter went on to 
explain that bonuses for chief 
officers can only be paid in 
the financial year that follows 
that in which they are award¬ 
ed. Therefore there will be 
none paid for 2010-11, nor for 
2011-12. 

He added: “I hope this ends 
the matter and I apologise to 
staff who may have felt misled.”

Camera to 

CIVIL rights campaigners have criticised the 
installation of a talking camera that warns 
off potential flytippers and would-be vandals. 

The FlashCam - unveiled by Shepway 
council this week - is a motion sensor device 
that has already seen a reduction in crime at 
a Cheriton charity shop where it was trialled. 

As well as taking a picture, a speaker 
mounted on the camera tells people walking 
in front of it: “Stop. If you are flytipping or 
committing any other illegal activity, your 
photo has been taken and will be used to 
prosecute you. Leave the area now.” 

The cameras will be installed at antisocial 
hotspots in the district and are said to be six 
times cheaper than normal CCTV, but civil 
rights campaigners are not impressed. 

Alex Deane, director of Big Brother Watch, 
said: “These cameras are a disproportionate 
over-reaction... At best they will move prob¬ 
lems on to other areas. Unless the council is 
going to monitor all places, all the time - a 
horrifying prospect - then they’re just an 
intrusive and expensive waste of time.” 

The £6,000 talking camera was officially 
launched by Shepway councillors at a notori¬ 


ous flytipping site in Harvey Passage - off 
Harvey Street in Folkestone. 

They revealed how the dumping of rubbish 
was such a problem that the alleyway has 
been cleaned every day for the past two years. 

Cabinet member for community safety Cllr 
Hugh Barker said: “We hope to run it out in 
other areas where we know there are prob¬ 


lems. It takes a huge number of photographs 
which can be downloaded and that way we 
hope to catch the people and prosecute them. 

“We have had problems on Romney Marsh, 
particularly with flytipping, and we’ve used 
covert cameras there. But this particular one 
is there for everyone to see and it gives a warn¬ 
ing, so you have no excuse if you’re caught.” 


Boris Island not 
a flier, MP told 

A FLOATING airport off the Thames Estuary 
will not be considered by the coalition 
Government, according to aviation minister 
Theresa Villiers. 

London Mayor Boris Johnson believes the 
£40 billion ‘Boris Island’ could be built within 
10 years, but his plans have been criticised 
from the start. 

And now his own party has distanced itself 
from the controversial proposals, which Mr 
Johnson first put forward as an alternative to 
a third runway at Heathrow. 

Responding to a Parliamentary question 
from Gillingham and Rainham Tory MP 
Rehman Chishti, Mrs Villiers confirmed it was 
not an option the Government was considering. 

She added: “Our priority is to make efficient 
use of existing airport infrastructure in the 
South East.”

Appeal clears woman of 
murdering her boyfriend

A TEENAGER jailed for stabbing 
her violent boyfriend to death has 
been freed after the Court of 
Appeal ruled she had been pro¬ 
voked into the attack. 

Kirsty Scamp, then 19, killed Jason Bull, 
28, on March 13, 2006, with a single stab 
wound to the chest and was sentenced to life 
imprisonment for murder in February, 2007. 

But she launched an appeal, arguing that 
it should have been manslaughter. 

“The biggest punishment you live with is 
the knowledge you have taken a life,” she 
said. “I have to live with that 
every day and the feelings of 
guilt never go away. 

“However, I know I am not 
a murderer. I did not mean 
to kill Jason, he was attack¬ 
ing me at the time and I was 
terrified.” 

The 24-year-old, from 
Sittingboume, was released 
from Holloway Prison on 
Thursday morning after it 
was ruled the trial judge had failed to ade¬ 
quately sum-up the issue of provocation to 
the jury at Maidstone Crown Court in 2007. 

Her murder conviction was quashed and a 
lesser sentence for manslaughter was 
imposed with a six-year sentence, entitling 
her to be freed immediately. 

Miss Scamp’s appeal lawyers argued the 
judge had not emphasised the extent of Mr 
Bull’s violence and said he was addicted to 
alcohol, took drugs, and had attacked her 
before his death. 

Solicitor Harriet Wistrich, from Bimberg 


Peirce in London, told KOS Media it had 
been found there had been a misdirection in 
Miss Scamp’s trial. 

“We’re delighted. This is a just result - you 
never really know what’s going to happen, 
but we were hoping and praying this would 
be the outcome,” she said. 

Campaigners from Justice for Women 
helped fight Miss Scamp’s case on the 
grounds that she had been subjected to vio¬ 
lence in her relationship with Mr Bull. 

A spokeswoman said: “We’re delighted the 
set of judges saw that her conviction was a 
miscarriage of justice. 

“This was about a woman who killed to 
save her own life. 

“We were confident that common sense 
would prevail and the panel of judges would 
see Kirsty is not a murderer and certainly 
not a danger to the public.” 

Domestic violence 

Justice for Women argued Miss Scamp had 
been brought up in a culture of domestic vio¬ 
lence, having watched her mother being 
assaulted by her father and her step-father. 

On a number of occasions she fled with her 
mother and brothers to women’s refuges. 

After setting up home with Mr Bull in 
Sheemess, Miss Scamp discovered he could 
be violent towards her. 

She said in once incident, on February, 
2006, a month before she stabbed him, he 
had grabbed her by the throat and starting 
punching her, perforating her ear drum. 

The prosecution case during her trial said 
on the night of Mr Bull’s death Miss Scamp 
had flown into a jealous rage after witness¬ 
ing him on the phone to another girl and 
lunged at him with a knife. 

But Miss Scamp claimed he had grabbed 
her by the hair and started hitting her and 
she “just wanted him to stop”. 

It was argued in the appeal court on Wed-

A TRANQUIL corner of Kent can be 
just as exotic as Kamakura, as orien¬ 
tal enthusiast Simon Smallwood soon 
discovered. 

When the former jet-setting business consultant 
became director of Chiddingstone Castle last 
autumn, he found that his cultural travels had not 
been entirely left behind. 

The castle boasts an extensive and world- 
renowned collection of artefacts, including an array 
of Japanese and Buddhist items. 

“I’d been an international consultant and trav¬ 
elled to Japan a lot in the course of my profession¬ 
al life,” he said. “I fell in love with Japan, its people 
and culture, and once I realised there was a 
Japanese element at Chiddingstone, it was certain¬ 
ly one of the things I took into account.” 

One of the castle’s strategies for attracting visi¬ 
tors in Kent’s competitive tourism market is to 
make the most of its assets. One of the highlights 
of this summer’s programme of family events is a 
Japanese Festival on the August bank holiday, 
when a real-life samurai will be travelling from 
Japan to show off his skills. 

Smallwood also takes pride in making families 
and young children feel welcome at this elegant 
country home. 

“We try to make the castle and grounds as infor¬ 
mal as we can. We want people to feel they can 
come here and explore. For instance, we don’t have 
one ‘Keep Off The Grass’ sign. 

‘We want everybody to feel it’s here for them to 
enjoy and feel at home. It’s called a castle, but it’s a 
Victorian vision of a castle. But it was a family 
home for 500 years and we want visitors to feel 
comfortable and enjoy the place.” 

Another unique aspect of Chiddingstone Castle’s 
history is former owner Denys Bower, who 
amassed the collections seen at the castle today 
and also had a colourful personal life. 

“He was an eccentric and when he put his col-

lections together, he was not necessarily collect¬ 
ing as a museum or other institution would,” 
Smallwood said. 

“He collected what he liked. If he had a particu¬ 
lar affection for something, he would pursue it and 
start getting other items in that genre of artefacts.” 

Among his ambitions for Chiddingstone Castle is 
the creation of a Japanese stroll garden, which 
would further reinforce the property’s oriental con¬ 
nections. For Smallwood, the move to 
Chiddingstone has become a real family affair. 

“After 10 years of getting on and off planes and 
living out of suitcases, it was time to put the suit¬ 
case in the loft for longer than two weeks and enjoy 
a bit of home time,” he said. 

“When you come to the castle, it gets into your 
bones. Family members come down and help as 
volunteers on activity days, my wife works in the 
tearoom and my children help with the kids’ activ¬ 
ities. It’s such a lovely setting.”

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Discrimination claim policewoman must pay costs to force 


Police win case brought 
by would-be dog handler

A HIGH-pitched former sergeant 
who accused Kent Police of crush¬ 
ing her dreams of becoming a dog 
handler has lost her claim for dis¬ 
ability discrimination. 

Bosses at the force told Catherine Gilbert, 
36, from Sittingboume, that she would have 
found it virtually impossible to give clear 
orders to the animals due to her suffering 
from the rare voice disorder called spasmodic 
dysphonia (SD). 

But Miss Gilbert, who quit in 2005 follow¬ 
ing a pay dispute, felt aggrieved that she was 
not even allowed to try, and turned to the law. 

However, an employment tribunal ruled 
this week that the case was “misconceived” 
and that she should contribute a sum of 
money - believed to be about £2,000 - 
towards the force’s legal costs. 

Assistant Chief Constable Allyn Thomas 
said: “We are obviously sorry Miss Gilbert has 
not been able to pursue the career she chose but 
it is important officers who are selected for a 
role are able to meet the necessary standards. 

“We also have a duty to protect the public 
purse and we always seek compensation for

legal costs in those cases where claimants are 
not successful.” 

SD is a rare disorder in which one or more 
muscles of the voice box move involuntarily, 
causing a sufferer’s speech to sound abnor¬ 
mally high or tight. 

There is currently no cure although there 


are several treatments that lessen its effects, 
such as botox injections. 

Miss Gilbert showed early symptoms of the 
condition in 1997 but was not diagnosed until 
2005, after which time she went on sick leave, 
which she claimed was due to anxiety and 
depression brought on by her poor treatment 
by the force. 

She told an earlier hearing at the tribunal 
in Ashford that when employed by Kent 
Police the force failed to make “reasonable 
adjustments” for her condition, leaving her 
unable to communicate with colleagues or 
use the telephone without difficulty. 

She added that she was not offered any 
counselling to help cope with the disorder. 

Had Miss Gilbert been successful with her 
claim for disability discrimination, she 
stood to pocket tens of thousands of pounds 
in compensation. 

But in a reserved judgement, the tribunal 
panel unanimously ruled that she was “not 
disabled for the purposes of the Disability 
Discrimination Act” and dismissed the action. 

At the earlier hearing in August last year, 
tribunal chairman Martin Kurrein had 
warned that “the act is not a charter to blame 
someone for everything that happens to them 
in life”. 

The majority of dogs trained by Kent Police 
are German shepherds, although they do 
have several labradors and springer spaniels. 


Sleeping driver 
killed teenager 


A DRIVER who fell asleep at the wheel lost 
control of his car and killed a teenage boy. 

Koaldeap Singh Lit has been jailed for three- 
and-a-half years after being branded a liar by 
the judge. 

Josh Callaghan, 16, was walking along 
London Road, Gravesend, with his father 
when Lit’s car swerved off the road, mounted 
the pavement and ran him over. 

Josh, from Canon Road in Bromley, suffered

died a few hours later. 

A jury at Maidstone Crown 
Court took just two hours to 
return a unanimous guilty 
verdict against Lit, from 
Cliffe Road, Strood, who was 
charged with causing death 
by dangerous driving. 

—^— The crash happened at 
around 4pm on Saturday, 
January 24, 2009, as Lit, a 
35-year-old construction 
worker, drove home in his 
Vauxhall Vectra from a

morning’s work in Bath. Josh was walking on 
the pavement with his dad Tim on their way to 
play a game of pool at a local pub. 

Lit claimed a dog had run into the road and 
he swerved to avoid it. He denied falling asleep. 

But Judge Jeremy Gold QC told Lit that he 
had lied about the dog and about the number 
of stops he had made on the way from Bath - 
he claimed to have stopped six times. 

He said: “What you did was to carry on driv¬ 
ing when you knew you were falling asleep, 
colliding with Josh and missing his father by 
inches. You realised what you had done and 
embarked on a course of deliberate lies. I can 
see very little remorse in the way you have 
conducted yourself.”

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Dockyard opens £13m museum 


Commuters are facing 
yet more price hikes 


A MULTI-million pound mar¬ 
itime museum opens in Chatham 
Historic Dockyard this weekend. 

The renovated Nol Smithery, 
transformed with £13 million of 
funding, will open its doors to visi¬ 
tors for the first time on Saturday. 

The building will house unique 
and previously unseen maritime 
artefacts, national and interna¬ 
tional touring art exhibitions, and 
interactive family learning and 
entertainment spaces. 

The Smithery is divided into 
three sections; two display rooms 


- Maritime Treasures and The 
Gallery - and The Courtyard. 

Maritime Treasures will house a 
range of maritime models, art and 
other objects from the collections 
of the National Maritime Museum 
and the Imperial War Museum 
as well as from the Historic 
Dockyard’s own collection. 

The Gallery opens with 
Resonance and Renewal, a collec¬ 
tion of Stanley Spencer paintings 
called Shipbuilding on the Clyde, 
shown alongside 28 drawings of 
Smithery tools. 


TRAIN passengers hoping 
for a break from high ticket 
fares could miss out as the 
Government reviews its 
pricing system as part of its 
efforts to tackle the budget 
deficit, writes Marijke Cox. 

For train passengers in Kent - who 
already pay some of the highest fares 
in the country - it means a long- 
awaited reprieve may not happen as 
soon as hoped. 

With the Department for Transport 
looking to reduce Government rail 
subsidies, the proposals are to allow 
train operators to charge more for 
season and saver tickets through 
changes to the pricing formula. 

Tunde Olatunji, Kent manager for 
independent watchdog Passenger 
Focus, said if the review results in 
the current formula for fares being 
increased, passengers could have to 
carry on paying high increases on 
tickets each year. 

Rail firm Southeastern is in a four- 
year franchise agreement with the 
Government which allows the com¬ 
pany to increase fares by as much as 
three per cent above the retail price 
index (RPI), currently 5.3 per cent. 

For train firms across the rest of 
the country the formula for raising 
fares is just RPI plus one per cent. 

The pricing regulations allow

Southeastern flexibility to increase 
some fares by up to five per cent, as 
long as the overall average across the 
area does not go above RPI plus 
three per cent. 

For example, in January, 2011, 
commuters could be hit with a £350 
increase to £4,230 in season tickets 
from eastern parts of the county to 
London, if Southeastern decided to 
raise prices. 

But with the franchise agreement 
due to run out in 2012, the pricing for¬ 
mula for Kent had been set to drop to 
the same levels as the rest of the coun¬ 
try - meaning lower fare increases. 

Plans submitted to the Treasury, 
however, suggest giving train opera¬ 
tors flexibility to charge more for sea¬ 
son and saver tickets with a new for¬ 
mula of inflation plus five per cent. 

If it goes ahead, a season ticket 
from eastern Kent to London could 
be as high as £4,268. 


Although no final decisions have 
been made, transport secretary Philip 
Hammond admitted at a National 
Rail conference he could not guarantee 
to keep the formula at one per cent. 

“To my mind the current fares for¬ 
mula is a reasonable and sensible 
approach,” he said. 

“But it cannot be set in stone when 
all the other variables are vulnerable 
to change. And, ahead of the Spending 
Review, I cannot guarantee to retain 
that formula.” 

Mr Olatunji said if the formula 
was to change, commuters hoping 
for a reduction in 2012 would be 
disappointed. 

“After the two years is up the idea is 
to fall back in line with the rest of the 
country,” he said. “But if Government 
increases the RPI plus one per cent 
then they won’t see that drop.” 

A spokesman at Southeastern said 
no decisions had been made and 
the company was yet to see the 
Government’s proposals. 

“This is a totally political thing,” he 
said. ‘We will wait until we’re instruct¬ 
ed by the Department for Transport. 

“If the Department for Transport 
decides it’s going to cut subsidies to all 
the train companies, and they decide 
to make the shortfall up by increasing 
the formulas, that’s their decision. 

“It may be that it is done on indi¬ 
vidual train companies or it could be 
the same across the board.”

FORMER Tory leader Michael 
Howard has officially taken his 
seat at the House of Lords to 
become Lord Howard of Lympne. 

The veteran Conservative, who was MP for 
Folkestone and Hythe for 27 years before 
stepping down at the general election in May, 
was ennobled at Westminster on Tuesday. 

He was formally introduced to the House 
by two peers. But there was no time for cele¬ 
brations, with the 68-year-old getting 
straight down to business after swearing his 
Oath of Allegiance and subsequently being 
elevated to the House of Lords. 

He told KOS Media: “I went to work after 
the ceremony. There are many issues I’ll be 
working on, although I won’t have to come to 
Westminster every day. I’ll work on subjects 
that I have taken an interest in throughout 


straight 

my career, such as law and order and crime. 

“There will also be things relevant to my 
former constituency that I will look into and 
I’ll be working very closely with Damian 
Collins, the new MP.” 

Mr Collins, who earlier this month won a 
place on the culture, media and sport select 
committee, was elected Conservative MP for 
Folkestone and Hythe in May. 

Lord Howard said: “I don’t have a con¬ 
stituency to look after and no obligations 
that I have to fulfil, so my job is now a little 
less onerous. I’m looking forward to working 
under the coalition government in the House 
of Lords.” 

The day after his ennoblement, Lord 
Howard spoke on the BBC about justice sec¬ 
retary Ken Clarke’s plans to send fewer crim¬ 
inals to prison. The former Tory leader, who 
as Home Secretary famously declared “prison 
works”, questioned Mr Clarke’s policy. 

He said serious and persistent criminals 
should be in prison so the public were pro¬ 
tected. Through his political career, 
Lord Howard, who was opposition leader 


to work 

from 2003-05, held several senior positions. 

He resigned the Tory leadership the day 
after losing the 2005 general election. As well 
as holding office as an MP for 27 years, he 
was secretary of state for employment from 
1990-92; secretary of state for environment 
from 1992-93; Home Secretary from 1993-97; 
shadow foreign secretary 1997-99; and shad¬ 
ow chancellor from 2001-03. 

He said: “I’m a great supporter of the coali¬ 
tion. I think it will be a real challenge and 
something good for this country.” 

The new coalition Government has 
pledged to make the House of Lords a most¬ 
ly elected second chamber. 

Others ennobled recently include former 
Labour deputy prime minister John 
Prescott; actress and television presenter 
Floella Benjamin who became Liberal 
Democrat Baroness Benjamin of 
Beckenham; and Guy Black, a former advi¬ 
sor of Lord Howard.

Campus tribute to Spitfire hero 


A MEMORIAL service to commemo¬ 
rate a wartime Spitfire pilot will be 
held on Saturday. 

The service, for John L Allen DFC, 
will take place at Christ Church 
University’s Broadstairs campus.

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Dicing with death on 
fast track to tragedy 


TRAIN surfing, jumping on 
tracks and playing 'chicken’ with 
locomotives are just some of the 
potentially deadly antics indulged 
in by young people every week in 
Kent, writes Marijke Cox. 

And if they’re not playing on the line they’re 
throwing things at it, with objects - 
including in one case a kitchen sink - 
being found on tracks. 

Network Rail has revealed that 
240 rail crimes were reported 
in the last year, although the 
true figure is believed to be 
much higher. 

Dave Ward, the company’s route 
director in Kent, said far too many 
people were still risking their lives. 

‘Unlike cars, trains cannot swerve and 
can take the length of 20 football pitches to 
stop,” he said. “Contact with power lines can 


result in horrific injuries, bums or even death.” 
The shocking findings include dis¬ 
tracting drivers with laser pens, and 
bricks and fireworks being hurled 
at trains. Young people have also 
been caught ‘train surfing’ where 
they grip on to the outside of a 
moving train, or playing ‘chicken’ 
where they jump out of the way 
just before the train reaches them. 
Bikes, gas cylinders, scaffolding, a 
pram and traffic lights have all been 
thrown onto tracks in Kent, causing damage 
and delays. 

As the summer holidays begin, Network 


Rail is asking young people not to put them¬ 
selves at risk by playing near the tracks. 

The company’s No Messin’ campaign, 
which is fronted by boxer Amir Khan, works 
with community groups to warn youngsters 
about the dangers. Khan is encouraging 
young people to take up positive activities. 

“They need to know that playing chicken or 
throwing stones at trains won’t get you 
respect or win you real friends,” he said. 

Figures from the rail company show 63 
incidents of objects being thrown at trains in 
Kent; 92 reports of trespass, including play¬ 
ing chicken; and 15 incidents of graffiti.

Police said the 
railway should not 
be treated as a 
playground. 

“Every year we 
see people risking 
their lives either by 
careless action, 
such as taking a 
shortcut across tracks or by playing on or 
near the line,” he said. “Anyone who messes 
about near tracks is not only risking a court 
date, they are putting their life in danger.”

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It’s a thinner blue line 
as 200 recruits are cut 


KENT Police have been forced to cancel 
training placements for 200 recmits in a bid 
to help tackle a £23 million deficit. 
Apologetic senior officers said the move was 
essential in making much-needed savings. 

A total of 196 hopefuls - who had passed 
their assessments or were on the shortlist 
for an assessment centre place - have been 
told their placements are void. It comes a 
month after the force revealed it would have 
to make £23m savings over three years. 

Assistant Chief Constable Allyn Thomas 
said: ‘We see no reasonable prospect of 
employing those on the waiting list in the 
next two years, so it’s only fair to tell them 
and review our recruitment,” he said. 

“Because of the recession fewer officers 
are retiring or choosing to leave the service 
and that has an impact on the numbers we 
can recruit. We understand the disappoint¬ 
ment of those who have already passed the 
selection process, but we have seen a fall in 
vacancies in the force.” 

Challenging 

Between April 1, 2009, and March 31, 
2010, some 127 recruits joined Kent Police 
as officers, and since April 1, 2010, 41 have 
been taken on. Mr Thomas said the force 
faced a challenging future. 

We have had to identify more than £20m 
of savings in the next three years,” he said. 

“This has involved a review of all areas, 
including recruitment. The aim is to 
improve the service to the public and to free 
more officers to work on the frontline. 

“Ultimately this may lead to savings that 
can be reinvested in officer numbers.” 

Kent Police Federation chairman Ian 
Pointon told KOS Media the recruits would 
be “hugely disappointed” but the force had 
to make this difficult decision. 

“Kent Police are between a rock and a 
hard place,” he said. “They have to find 
these savings and the way to help do this is 
to slow down recruitment for the next cou¬ 
ple of years. This isn’t something that can be 
sorted out overnight.

KOS Media at the beginning of July that sen¬ 
ior ranks may be slashed from the Kent Police 
hierarchy in a bid to save money. 

There are 24 superintendents in Kent earn¬ 
ing between £60,750 and £74,022 per year, and 
14 chief superintendents on between £72,543 
and £76,680. The lowest ranked PC earns less 
than £23,000 per year. 

Mr Learmonth said he was considering cut¬ 
ting the number of superintendents. 

The force had already saved £5m through its 
collaboration with Essex Police, which includes 
the shared use of a helicopter and the launch 
this month of the new Serious Crime 
Directorate. 

Ann Barnes, chair of Kent Police Authority, 
said: “I feel sorry for the applicants. This was a 
decision that wasn’t made lightly. KPA and the 
force have to find a significant amount of 
money following budget cuts. I appreciate how 
disappointed everyone must feel. However, 
there really was no other option.”

Fireman’s Wedding tragedy 
memorial hopes kept alive

A MEMORIAL to commemorate 
the victims of a firefighting dis¬ 
play that went tragically wrong 
could be on the cards after an 
international campaign. 

Nine children and six adults burned to 
death during the Gillingham Park stunt in 
July, 1929, when a blase started by the 
town's firefighters raged out of control and 
ripped through a makeshift house' they 
were supposed to be rescued from, 

Canadian dental hygienist Lori Oschefski, 
who came across the story when researching 
her family tree, is campaigning for a perma¬ 
nent memorial at the scene of the tragedy 
and has won the backing of Kent Fire and 
Rescue Service. 

Now Medway Council appeal's to be on 
board too, judging by an email sent to the 50- 
year-old Ontario native by grccnspace devel¬ 


opment manager Chris Valdus, It reads: “As 
part, of a major funding package for 
Gillingham Park, Medway Council included 
a sum to incorporate a memorial to the lives 
lost in the tragedy, 

“This funding was unfortunately not 
secured, but the council is reviewing imple¬ 
menting a smaller scheme and - subject to 
budget availability - will be including a 
memorial as this was a major event in the 
history of the park” 

The Fireman's Wedding display was a pop¬ 
ular annual attraction and would culminate 
every year with the fire brigade 'rescuing 7 
volunteers from a three-storey structure 
cobbled together with wooden beams for the 
frame and tarpaulin far the walls. 

It was rigged to catch fire, but on the day 
of the tragedy the flammable liquids were 
triggered too early and spectators were 
confronted with the horror of many of the 
children and adults burning or jumping to 
their deaths. One of those who perished in 
the blaze was 12-year-old Navy cadet 
Eric Edward Cheeseinan, whom Ms 
Oschefski later discovered was the nephew 


of her grandfather, William Cheeseman. 

She told KOS Media she was keeping her 
fingers crossed that the planned memorial 
for the 15 victims - including three firefight¬ 
ers - would eventually see the light of day. 

Tm encouraged by recent, communica¬ 
tions from Mr ValJus acknowledging the 
importance of this event in the history of 
Gillingham, 7 ' she said. “However, it's not 100 
per cent and there's still a chance for this not 
to happen, especially with budget cuts. 

"While this acknowledgement is very 
much appreciated and a step in the right 
direction, it's my understanding that his rec¬ 
ommendation is still subject to budget 
approval by councillors. 

"At this crucial point it's extremely impor¬ 
tant to maintain all efforts to continue our 
campaign. Councillors will eventually have 
to vote to agree on the financing for a memo¬ 
rial, so I implore everyone who has an inter¬ 
est to contact their local representative and 
ask for their support."

perate for another ever since. But then came 
the breakthrough. 

A spokesman at Guy’s said: “Charli’s blood 
was removed prior to the transplant and basi¬ 
cally ‘washed’ before being put back in. 

“That cuts the hostile antibodies and 
reduces the chances of rejection. It is an amaz¬ 
ing procedure. We’ve done about 40 so far, but 
this technique will open the doors to many 
more transplants as it is one more obstacle 
removed from the list of possible problems.” 


Sharon said: “I couldn’t believe it when the 
surgeons told me there was a possibility I 
could donate. We knew from the first time that 
I wasn’t a match and I was astounded there 
was this new chance. I didn’t think twice.” 

There were two stages to the procedure 
which started with Charli taking drugs to sup¬ 
press antibody production. The second stage, 
similar to dialysis, saw her plasma removed 
and replaced. Because plasma contains anti¬ 
bodies its removal means antibody levels in 
the blood will fall. 

Consultant transplant surgeon Geoff 
Koffman said: “Transplants like this are rare 
at the moment but we’re hoping to offer this 
treatment to many more people in the future. 

“More than 10,000 people in the UK are 
awaiting a transplant and 1,000 die each year 
as there aren’t enough organs, so it’s impera¬ 
tive we keep looking at new ways to do things.”

Canterbury Gift chief executive Matthew Butler said: “It’s an excit¬ 
ing opportunity for charities like us.

Young people demand to 
have their voices heard

CHILDREN should have 
more of a say in how their 
schools are being run, 
according to sixth formers 
invited to a Kent County 
Council cabinet meeting. 

Year 12 pupils Rachel McCabe and 
Billy Harrison - who attend Valley 
Park Community School in Maidstone 
- told education chiefs last week that 
peer mentoring schemes needed to be 
extended to ensure every child in the 
county has a voice. 

The youngsters were invited to the 
meeting to share their views on a sur¬ 
vey of almost 40,000 primary and sec¬ 
ondary schoolchildren in Kent, which 
covered topics including drinking, 
smoking and quality of life. 

Among those in attendance were 
KCC leader Cllr Paul Carter and cab¬ 
inet member for education Cllr Sarah 
Hohler. Rachel told them: “The survey 
said 49 per cent of people between the 
ages of 11-16 feel able to give their 
opinions on school issues - this is 
quite low. Sometimes I feel students

aren’t given the opportunity to say 
what they feel and are often afraid to 
step out and give their true opinion. 

“Better mentoring schemes and 
more one-to-one discussions between 
younger children and older teens will 
help them to share any issues they 
have and help them achieve the 
careers they want in future.” 

The Children and Young People of 
Kent survey was carried out by the 
National Foundation for Educational 
Research between October 5- 


December 4 last year, with separate 
questionnaires for primary and sec¬ 
ondary pupils. 

It concluded there are fewer chil¬ 
dren feeling sad or depressed at 
school, more who feel safe, more who 
enjoy going to school and fewer who 
are being bullied. The survey also 
found fewer young people were get¬ 
ting drunk, but Billy told the meeting 
he didn’t believe that to be the case. 

He said: “I don’t think there’s been 
much change in drinking habits but I 
think most people our age have start¬ 
ed to drink indoors and in private 
places, whereas younger teenagers 
are still doing it in public and tarring 
us all with the same brush. 

“Not all young people go out to 
drink, smoke and do drugs.” 

The results of the survey will help 
shape the Kent Children’s Trust’s 
Children and Young People’s Plan for 
2011-14. Cllr Hohler said she was 
impressed by Billy and Rachel’s 
“enthusiasm and passion” and that it 
was a privilege to hear their views. 

She added: “It is vital children and 
young people have their say - some¬ 
thing they themselves value. KCC and 
its partners are committed to doing 
our best for them but it is essential 
they tell us what matters to them.”

Reaching out to vulnerable 


ABUSED children, deprived adults and peo¬ 
ple suffering mental health problems are the 
focus of a new NHS strategy launched to 
ensure those at risk get help. 

The three-year plan, drawn up by NHS 
Eastern and Coastal Kent, promotes mental 
health and well-being and set outs ways to 
support the most vulnerable. 

Priorities for children, young people, the 
elderly, mental health sufferers and prison 
inmates have been outlined in the strategy. 

Dr Jonathan Sexton, assistant director for 
public health at NHS Eastern and Coastal 
Kent, said it was all about worldng together 
as a community. 

“People are more vulnerable to common 
mental health problems if they are in debt, 
on a low income, unemployed, in poor hous¬ 
ing, in poor health or isolated,” he said. 


“This strategy aims to focus on those 
groups who are most at risk of developing 
mental health problems and making sure 
help and support is there. A healthy lifestyle 
- exercise, eating healthily, drinking sensibly, 
not misusing drugs - having a job and hav¬ 
ing social networks can all help towards 
mental well-being. 

“Mental health problems will affect one in 
four people at some time in their life so this 
can really touch everyone.” 

The strategy outlines commitments for the 
next three years, including improving care 
for children living in poverty or who have 
suffered abuse; helping adults in deprived 
communities; and tackling loneliness in older 
people.

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Paralympics 
opportunity 
for holiday 
attack victim 

A FOOTBALLER who suffered 
brain damage at the hands of a 
gang of thugs while on holiday 
could represent Team GB at the 
London 2012 Paralympics, 
writes Steve Knight. 

Robbie Hughes, 
29, was on the verge 
of signing for 
Ryman Premier 
Division side 

Bromley FC when, 
while on holiday in 
Malia in June, 2008, 
he was beaten with 
such brutality that 
his skull caved in. 

The former 

Crystal Palace 
youth academy 
player was given just 48 hours to live but 
has made a remarkable recovery and has 
now earned the chance to impress coaches 
of the British Paralympic team. 

Mr Hughes’ mother, Maggie, said: “Robert 
has come such a long way. He had to have 
half his skull removed after the attack to 
try to save his life, then we had to wait to 
see if he would live or die. 

‘When he awoke from the coma he was 
paralysed down one side and couldn’t 
speak, eat or even move. So to potentially be 
offered a place in the British Paralympics 
team is an absolute honour. 

“But this tells a greater story to all vic¬ 
tims of crime or serious injury, and that is 
that there can be a goal at the end of the 
tunnel if we all work as a team.” 

Remarkable 

Mr Hughes made several appearances for 
Bromley and Welling United last season 
but decided to stop playing so he could con¬ 
centrate on his rehabilitation. 

However, news of his remarkable recov¬ 
ery reached the office of Jeff Davis, the FA’s 
national manager for disability football, 
who has invited him to try out for the 
Paralympics team. If selected, he could join 
the likes of former Everton youngster 
Michael Barker, 22, who scored four goals 
against the USA to help Team GB win 
bronze at the Paralympic World Cup in 
May. Mrs Hughes said the potential call-up 
marked a huge turnaround for her son, who 
now suffers from memory loss, obsessive 
compulsive disorder and fits. 

She added: “At the beginning we had to do 
everything for Robert and it was so hard to 
see my son that way. We had to get him 
motivated at the beginning, it looked like he 
had lost the will to live.” 

Mrs Hughes now runs the Please Enjoy, 
Don’t Destroy campaign to help victims and 
their families deal with crime or serious 
injury abroad. Visit www.pedd.org.uk for 
more information. 

• FIVE men accused of causing Robert 
Hughes’ injuries while on holiday in Malia have 
appealed against a High Court decision to 
extradite them to Greece. 

The alleged crime went unpunished at the 
time due to a legal loophole that says offences 
must be reported within 48 hours of taking 
place. 

Curtis Taylor, 20; Daniel Bell, 21; Sean 
Branton, 20; and George Hollands, 22; all from 
Surrey; and Benjamin Herdman, 20, from 
Sussex, all face allegations of causing GBH to 
Mr Hughes but say they are innocent. High 
Court judges dismissed an earlier appeal 
against extradition but the case has now gone 
to the Supreme Court. 

A sixth man - Joseph Bruckland, 20, from 
Surrey - is due to have a separate hearing 
related to the same case.

DISGRUNTLED passengers have given the thumbs down to bus 
services in Medway, with only 46 per cent saying they offer value 
for money. The statistic, revealed in a survey by customer watchdog 
Passenger Focus, places Medway’s buses as joint worst out of the 14 
areas taking part. The figures show nearly 40 per cent of passengers 
were ‘very dissatisfied’ with the service. 

Medway scored highest in ‘on the bus’ factors, with 94 per cent satis¬ 
fied with the ease of getting on and off, 92 per cent happy with informa¬ 
tion provided, and 88 per cent pleased with availability of seats. Safety 
is not a concern, with 87 per cent feeling drivers kept to an appropriate 
speed, and the same number agreeing they felt safe from accidents. 


■ FOOTBALL fans may have turned over a new leaf and boosted 
England’s chances of hosting the 2018 World Cup, according to 
Dartford MP Gareth Johnson. 

The new Tory MP raised a parliamentary question by asking how many 
British nationals were arrested in South Africa during the World Cup finals. 
Not one was arrested for football-related violence during the tournament. 

Mr Johnson said: “Not for a generation have we seen such exemplary 
behaviour from English fans. 

“It is refreshing that it was only on the pitch that we let ourselves down 
and not off it.

Mr Johns and sanctuary co-founder Terry Kemp set traps 
baited with sardines. Mr Kemp said: “This is a perfect illustra¬ 
tion of why cat owners should get their pets neutered.”

Kiwi fruit hair to stay 
if trials are a success 


EXPERIMENTS are under way at a secret 
location to see if it is possible to grow kiwi 
fruit in Kent, writes Chris Murphy. 

A major company, with a base in Canterbury, is hoping 
to harness the changes in our climate to grow the fruit 
commercially and tap into a market 
k worth £20 million a year in the UK. 

* The hairy fruit - more usually 
BLJf7 grown in New Zealand, Italy, 
* Greece and Chile - is a rich source 
of vitamins C, E and some vitamin 
A, plus an omega-3 fatty acid. 

Now staff at Worldwide Fruits have started tests at a 
secret east Kent location to see if kiwi fruit can be pro¬ 
duced in sufficient quantities in the Garden of England 
to make it commercially viable within two years. 

Technicians are using a hectare’s worth of vines 
brought from Italy and Greece in May. The company say 
the vines are thriving so far, thanks to the expertise of 
New Zealand kiwi fruit growers. 

Worldwide Fruit technical director Tony Harding said: 
“It’s another example of our international co-operative 
joint ventures. The 1,200 vines are safely in the ground. 
The variety planted are green Hayward kiwis. 

“For 2011, there are plans to plant yellow-flesh kiwis - 
which are becoming popular with consumers - and to 
introduce some of the latest red-flesh varieties.” 

Fruit development technologist Caroline Ashdown 
said: “It’s a new experience for us but we’re confident it 
will be successful as we get to understand the vines’ 
physiology. They need good pollination, but don’t suffer 
from mildew or canker like other deciduous fruit.” 

Kiwi vines grow so fast that when mature their growth 
can almost be measured daily. As a result, and following 
practice used elsewhere in the world, they are trailed on 
wires strung between supports. 

Harvesting is expected to take place in October.

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Sowing seeds to help disadvantaged

A FARM run by young people 
with profound special needs has 
launched a £250,000 fund-raising 
drive to help them gain further 
experience in the workplace. 

Monkshill Farm, near Faversham, is owned 
by the John Townsend Trust, which provides 
24-hour care for deaf children and young 
adults, as well as those with severe behav¬ 
ioural difficulties. 

Already home to a range of animals includ¬ 
ing cows, pigs, sheep and hens, the charity 
now plans to open an on-site shop to give its 
workers an extra opportunity to interact with 
the public. 

Marketing officer Dean Walker-McKenzie 
described the farm as a “wonderful alterna¬ 
tive” for children who have difficulty learning 
traditional subjects. 

integration 

He added: “We care for many children who 
can’t fulfil the Government standard of five 
GCSEs so we have instead moved towards a 
vocational way of teaching. 

“Working with livestock and taking on cer¬ 
tain responsibilities has helped calm down 
some really erratic behaviour, and some of 
our young people have responded fantastical¬ 
ly well to being outside with the animals. 

“We’re now looking to set up a farm shop so 
we can invite the community in and help 
with their integration. 

“We can’t let our young people take up vol¬ 
untary positions in high street shops because 
we can’t always be there to support them.

“But if we can support them with our own 
facilities it helps with their development and 
it helps the local community understand the 
challenges the charity faces.” 

Founded in 2008, the John Townsend 
Trust incorporates the Margate-based Royal 
School for Deaf Children and the Westgate 
College for Deaf People, and also provides a 
range of community living services. 


The charity is named after the Rev John 
Townsend, who founded the Royal School’s 
predecessor - the Asylum for the Deaf and 
Dumb Children of the Poor - in 1792. 

Mr Walker-McKenzie said the trust had 
applied for funding for the farm shop from sev¬ 
eral different organisations, and was appealing 
for extra donations from local businesses and 
individuals. 

About £3,500 has been raised so far from 
recent farm open days. 


He added: “We had hoped our fundraising 
drive would really kick off with a royal visit 
from Sophie, Countess of Wessex last May but 
unfortunately that didn’t go according to plan 
because she fell ill and had to pull out. 

‘We’re hoping she’ll be able to come at some 
point in the future but in the meantime we’re 
looking for donations from every level because 
we really do need as much help as possible.”

Fire in the trenches 

Remains of secret WWI flamethrower built bv 

British uncovered on site of Somme battlefield

EVIDENCE of a long-forgotten 
British secret weapon aimed at 
shortening the war in the trenches 
is gradually coming to light along 
the Somme Valley in northern 
France - scene of unimaginable 
slaughter in 1916. 

Parts of a giant flamethrower, which 
would have engulfed the German World 
War One frontline in a blistering inferno, 
have been unearthed by archaeologists who 
now believe they can pin-point the exact 
location of the massive weapon, which still 
buried under tonnes of earth. 

It was destroyed by German shellfire before 
it could ever be used - and three similar 
weapons were never deployed in action. 

Royal Engineers, based at Chatham, had 
designed the device that could hurl 1,000 gal¬ 
lons of burning oil at the enemy. 

Carnage 

But it needed more than 300 men to manoeu¬ 
vre it into position along the British lines. 

And it was while this was being done that 
German shelling - purely coincidentally - hit 
the working parties. 

Troops ran for cover, abandoning the 
flamethrower which was buried as the ground 
erupted amidst the carnage of exploding shells. 

French historian Frederick Hadley, who is 
curator of a museum specialising in the Battle 
of the Somme in the town of Peronne, said 
parts of the ‘First World War: Shock and Awe’ 
weapon had come to light recently. 

“This flamethrower had been known about 
via military records but no physical evidence 
had ever emerged as to its location,” he said. 

“It was supposed to go into action on July 1, 
1916 - the opening day of the Battle of the 
Somme, near the village of Mametz. 


“But as it was being bought into the line 
shellfire dropped on the troops bringing it 
into position - and it needed 300 of them. 

“As the soldiers tried to get away from the 
explosions the device was abandoned and 
buried as the ground was churned over and 
over by the shells. 

“There had been reports of the incident but 
no actual artefacts recovered - until now. 

“Excavations of top soil have recovered the 
valves which would have regulated the flow of 
oil to be ignited - but the main hose has never 
been found. 


“However, archaeologists think they know 
where it is and are seeking for help in the form 
of finance and the necessary earth movers to 
bring it to light.” 

The secret weapon was developed by the 
Royal Engineers and the man at the front 
charged with its deployment was a major 
called William Livens. 

The fuel would have been ignited as it 
left the nozzle of the hose and projected 
towards the German lines - around 100 
yards away. 

Mr Hadley said: “If it had ever have been 


used it would have literally resulted in a 
wall of fire descending on the German 
trenches. The result would most likely have 
been utter panic.” 

The flames would also have resulted in 
oxygen being sucked into the fire, suffocating 
German soldiers who had taken cover in 
underground bunkers and previously secure 
dugouts. 

But because of its unwieldiness, the number 
of men needed to operate it and the destruc¬ 
tion of the prototype the three similar 
weapons being produced were never deployed.

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Asian hornet invasion new 
threat to humble honey bee

KILLER hornets from across the 
Channel could be driving honey 
bees from their hives. 

The giant insects - around four times the size 
of the British bee - are believed to be travelling 
from France and forcing the small honey bee 
from its home. 

In scenes more likely to be seen in a horror 
film, the hornets hover in front of a hive, 
picking off their victims before ripping off 
the heads, wings and legs and feeding the 
body to their young. 

The rest of the bee colony is then weakened,

Scientist’s fear for ‘undiscovered’ flowers 


THOUSANDS of rare flowers may go extinct 
before they have even been discovered, warns 
a conservationist from the University of Kent. 

Dr David Roberts says factors such as habi¬ 
tat loss and climate change make it all the 
more important for scientists to get their hands 
on the estimated 35,000 to 70,000 flowering 
plant species not yet officially recorded. 

A lecturer at the university’s Durrell 
Institute of Conservation and Ecology, Dr 
Roberts - who has also studied the demise of 
the dodo and the woolly mammoth - told KOS 
Media there was still a lot to learn from 
undiscovered plant life. 

He said: “We accumulate knowledge over 
time and frequently find new uses for the 
plants we discover. 

“They also help us understand the system of 
the Earth better when it comes to how they 
capture rain and so on. Our time on this plan¬ 


et depends on plants and we still have a lot to 
learn about them, so we can’t afford for tens of 
thousands to go extinct. 

“We’re still finding some amazing species 
that shocked people at first. For example the 
slipper orchid in the Andes had bright pink 
flowers the size of your hand, which nobody 
expected because they’re mostly green. 

“But most of the undiscovered plants now 
tend to be very localised, which is one of the 
reasons why they’re so hard to find. 

“We have an idea that there are between 
35,000 and 70,000 plants waiting to be discov¬ 
ered, so we’re going to have to search region 
by region to hopefully track them down.” 

Dr Roberts carried out his research in part¬ 
nership with Dr Lucas Joppa from Microsoft 
Research, and Dr Stuart Pimm from the 
Nicholas School of the Environment in 
Durham, North Carolina. 


The trio combined their own methodology 
with data from the World Checklist of 
Selected Plant Families at the Royal Botanic 
Gardens to calculate how many more plants 
remain undiscovered. 

Dr Joppa said: “We calculated the number 
of species should grow by 10 to 20 per cent. 

“This means there are between 10 and 
20 per cent more undiscovered flowering 
plant species than previously thought - a 
finding that has enormous conservation 
implications.” 

The research carried out by the three 
scientists - entitled ‘How many species of 
flowering plants are there?’ - was published 
in the Royal Society journal, Proceedings of 
the Royal Society B. 

Dr Pimm said the findings were all the more 
relevant as 2010 marks the International Year 
of Biodiversity.

“There’s a hive in Sandling Park which 
has had honey bees for 10 years, but in 
February they suddenly left,” he said. 

“Pesticides aren’t used there so it couldn’t be 
that, and the bees disappeared so suddenly 

“It wouldn’t be hard for these hornets to 
come over from France. If there is a change 
in wind direction they could be swept across 
- it’s only 21 miles. They could even come 
across on the ferries.” 

This new predator, which is two inches 
long with a three-inch wingspan, is the 
Asian hornet, or vespa velutina nigrithorax, 
first seen in France in 2004. 

The species is thought to have arrived in 
Bordeaux from China in a consignment of 
pottery designed for horticultural trade. 

In 2007, apiaries around the French 
region began to see up to 70 per cent losses 
in bee colonies and it was soon discovered 
that the monster insects, in groups of up to 
50, had been on a killing spree. 

One hornet can kill up to 40 honey bees 
in a minute - a group of them up to 30,000 
in a few hours. 

Mr King said: “There are three things 
going against our honey bees; pesticides, par¬ 
asites and these hornets. It’s going to have a 
detrimental effect on our economy if there 
are no honey bees to cany out pollination.” 

A third of foodstuffs are dependant on polli¬ 
nation by honey bees, which also provide more 
than 50 per cent of the pollination of wild 
plants that other wildlife depends on. 

While Asian bees have evolved to cope 
with the attacks, where some 500 bees will 
mob the hornet causing it to overheat, the 
European honey bee is unlikely to survive. 

Three months ago experts from honey 
health specialist Vita said the hornet threat 
to bees was spreading rapidly through 
France and would soon be in the UK.

Call for funding to 
safeguard wildlife 

EXTRA investment is needed to halt the 
decline of biodiversity in Kent. 

That’s the claim of Cllr David Brazier, 
Kent County Council’s deputy cabinet mem¬ 
ber for the environment. 

Speaking at the annual conference of 
the National Association for Areas of 
Outstanding Natural Beauty (NAAONB), 
Cllr Brazier said more was needed to 
prevent the 13,000 rare or threatened 
species in Kent being lost forever. 

He told guests that over-development, 
intensive agriculture and inappropriate 
land management also posed serious risks 
to the biodiversity of the county. 

Cllr Brazier said: “Perhaps it is time we 
started to look at biodiversity as not merely 
pretty but as something to properly value 
for the services it provides. Perhaps then we 
may get the commitment and resources we 
need to properly conserve and enhance it.” 

Cllr Brazier revealed there was also some 
good news: “Birds of prey have increased 
dramatically. Following dedicated manage¬ 
ment of our chalk grassland, we are also 
now seeing a recovery of our iconic adonis 
blue butterfly and we are just about manag¬ 
ing to sustain our heath fritillary and Duke 
of Burgundy populations thanks to the hard 
work of the county’s conservation bodies.”

E quality council chief savs more MPs 
are needed from minority backgrounds

PARLIAMENT needs to be more 
representative of the people it 
serves, says an Asian community 
leader taking part in an MP shad¬ 
owing scheme. 

Northfleet resident Gurvinder Sandher - 
director of the Kent Equality Cohesion 
Council - says the House of Commons should 
be home to more female and disabled mem¬ 


bers as well as those from black and ethnic 
minority (BME) backgrounds. 

The bhangra dance club organiser was one 
of 31 applicants chosen from a group of more 
than 150 to take part in the shadowing 
scheme, organised by Operation Black Vote 
(OBV) in partnership with the Communities 
and Local Government department. 

He has been paired up with newly-elected 
Conservative MP Andrew Stephenson, who 
represents the Pendle constituency in 
Lancashire. 

Mr Sandher said: “There are less than 30 
black and Asian MPs at the moment, but the 
House of Commons also needs more women

and disabled people if it wants to be truly 
representative. 

“I was bom and bred in this country but 


growing up there were no Asian MPs in 
Parliament for me to look up to, and I think it’s 
important that children have role models so 
they can aspire to follow in their footsteps. 

“It also helps to have members of the BME 
community in Parliament because they can 
provide a different perspective on subjects 
that may affect the people they represent.” 

Kent is currently home to two MPs from 
an ethnic minority background, in Maidstone 
and The Weald representative Helen Grant, 
and Gillingham and Rainham member 
Rehman Chishti. 

Mr Chishti was bom in Pakistan while Mrs 
Grant, who took part in a previous shadowing 
scheme and is the Conservative’s first black 
female MP, is of part-Nigerian descent. 

Launching the scheme last week, 
Parliamentary Under Secretary Andrew 
Stunell admitted the House of Commons was 
still “disproportionately white”. 

He added: “This Government wants a fair 
society where race and ethnicity are no barri¬ 
ers to taking part. 

“This scheme will provide 31 ambitious, eth- 
ically-diverse people with invaluable experi¬ 
ence and guidance to help them make 
Parliament and local councils more truly 
reflect our communities. 

“I’m looking forward to working with part¬ 
ners such as OBV and hope to one day sit 
alongside one of the participants in the House.” 

Last January more than 50 people - includ¬ 
ing Merlene Carrington from Medway - cele¬ 
brated their appointments as magistrates 
under a similar scheme created by OBV and 
the Ministry of Justice. 

Held on the same week as Martin Luther 
King Day in the United States, the ceremony 
was also attended by American civil rights 
activist the Reverend A1 Sharpton and then- 
justice minister Bridget Prentice.

RAPED FOR A SECOND TIME 


MALCOLM GILBERT, operations director of Gravesend-based Family Matters, 
says society ignores the victims of sexual abuse at its peril - and at a heavy price 


I KNOW three things about child¬ 
hood sexual abuse and rape servic¬ 
es. First, there is little help out 
there for children and adults who 
have suffered rape or sexual abuse, 
except for charitable services like 
Family Matters. 

It may surprise you to know that with the excep¬ 
tion of a few forensic examination centres for rape 
victims dotted around the country, there are no 
specialist services available on the NHS. 

People have to wait until they are ill 
before qualifying for help. Yet we have 
extensive services for drugs and alco¬ 
hol, obesity and even smoking. 

Second, the numbers of victims of 
rape and childhood sexual abuse 
are legion. The latest research 
published in The Lancet (Gilbert 
et al: 2009) tells us that between 
five and 10 per cent of girls and 
one to five per cent of boys suffer 
penetrative sexual abuse and that 
only 14 per cent of rapes are ever 
reported. Extrapolating Kent’s rape 
figures, this means nearly 3,000 women 
are raped in the county each year. Family 
Matters saw 179 rape victims last year. A shock¬ 
ing quarter of them were under 16. 

And third, Kent has only one, part-time, rape 
exam suite located in the Renton GUM Clinic in 
Darent Hospital. Get raped anywhere else in 
Kent and you are likely to be seen in a converted 
police house by a police doctor. 

To the senior managers of KCC, the NHS and 
our new chief constable, I say, on behalf of victims: 
“This is not good enough and must change.” 

All our children and women folk (and some 
men) are at risk. We have to share the responsibil¬ 
ity for stopping this abuse and helping those who 
have suffered it. It’s in our collective interests to 
help them, as we are already paying. Did you 
know, for instance, that the Department of Health 
report on Women’s Mental Health (2002) states 
that about 40 per cent of women accessing mental 
health services had been sexually abused? How 
much does that cost our collective purse? Not to 


mention the misery that could be averted by early 
intervention. So, we have a picture: doctors and 
nurses (at great expense) dragging drowned peo¬ 
ple out of the river and no-one upstream except 
Family Matters and its fellow charities working to 
stop them jumping in. What do victims of rape 
and childhood sexual abuse need in Kent? 

They need the specialist charities to be funded 
to support them throughout Kent and provide 
outcome-assessed deliverables. This level of abuse 
is too serious to be left to fundraising and the sav¬ 
ings too great, especially to the NHS mental 
health and GP services, to avoid. Rape victims 
need a new Sexual Assault Referral Centre 
(SARC) in the east and coastal area of 
the county, to run in tandem with the 
Renton GUM clinic SARC at Darent 
Hospital. It must be managed as a 
victim-centered facility by a special¬ 
ist rape and sexual abuse charity 
with victim-linked governance. A 
haven from their trauma - not a 
clinic for the obtaining of evidence. 
We must move away from what the 
criminal justice system thinks it 
wants to an emphasis on the victim’s 
experience, as recommended by the 
Baroness Stern inquiry into rape inves¬ 
tigation (2010). As the commissioners of 
the NHS collectively draw up their chairs 
and take a breath to lecture me on pressures of 
competing needs, financial strictures, and the 
dark assassins of funding cuts stalking their cor¬ 
ridors, I raise my hand and ask them to hear this. 

North Kent PCT is about to commission 
£100,000 on helping people give up smoking. 

Unlike sexual abuse and rape, smoking is a 
lifestyle choice and people can give up without 
help -1 know, I’ve done it. People who were given 
no choice should be your priority. 

Oh, and one more thing, health commissioners, 
should you care to listen, I can show you equally 
compelling links to health savings in taking pre¬ 
ventative measures with victims of sexual abuse 
and rape - see your own report on Women’s 
Mental Health, cited above. 

• Family Matters is the UK’s largest special¬ 
ist childhood sexual abuse and rape coun¬ 
selling and support charity, seeing nearly 
700 children and adults a year.

As the younger of two brothers locking 
horns in a battle to become Labour’s new 
leader, Mr Miliband believes he can fight the 
new coalition Government and win. 

But before taking on the big boys, he 
knows he needs to win over a county that 
has lost faith in Labour - a county which is 
now outright Tory, not just in Parliament but 
at a local level, too. 

Turning things around will be no mean feat 
and despite having a good deal more charis¬ 
ma than former Labour leader Gordon 
Brown, it will take more than that to convince 
voters to swap allegiance. 

And if the new coalition Government 
ends up doing a good job, Kent’s Tory MPs 
could easily retain their seats at the next 
general election. It seems this county is a 
thorn in Labour’s side, an area the party 
was determined to win over before the 
election and is already targeting in prepa¬ 
ration for the next one. 

But the fact our county is a major focus for 
politicians can only be a good thing as the 
parties battle it out for Kentish votes.

POOR Whitstable has waited a whole year 
for its celebrated Oyster Festival to return, 
only for the town’s famous shellfish to con¬ 
tract a bad case of herpes. 

It’s not the same as the human strain of 
the disease - the marine equivalent can be 
far more harmful, killing thousands of oys¬ 
ters in one fell swoop. 

But don’t let it spoil the party. The festival 
is still going ahead and there’ll be more 
than enough oysters to go around - and 
don’t worry, they won’t have a disease.

Headless chickens 

I was disappointed there was no appetite to 
properly discuss the implications for Thanet 
in the many coalition proposals outlined on 
the council agenda on July 13, and in particu¬ 
lar item 13, annex one. 

The evidence of headless chickens running 
the country was manifested not least in 
announcing that “the local PCT will act as a 
champion for patients and commission those 
residual services that are best taken at a 
wider level, rather than directly by GPs”. 

Before the ink had dried and just as the 
detail had reached Thanet, PCTs have been 
told they are to be abandoned and the £80 
billion budget is to be handed over to GPs to 
manage. Even more importantly, there was 
no stomach for debate at council on the dilu¬ 
tion of Labour’s vetting and barring legisla¬ 
tion. This was set to be fully implemented on 
July 26 but was halted by another Tory/Lib 
Dem knee-jerk, headless chicken decision on 
June 12. 

In my view, there is nothing more impor¬ 
tant than registering adults who want to 
work with children and vulnerable adults. 

The original scheme was instigated after the 
murder in 2002 of two schoolgirls in Soham 
by Ian Huntley, a school caretaker who 
slipped through the system. 

Anyone working either regularly (more 
than once a month) or intensively (three 
times or more a month) needed to register 
with the Independent Safeguarding 
Authority on top of the usual CRB checks. 

The previous cumbersome three-part list 99 
would have been replaced and the £64 fee 
was to be waived for volunteers. 

Anyone hearing the stories of people whose 
whole lives and relationships have been 
ruined by earlier childhood abuse would sure¬ 
ly hope our own council could give five min¬ 
utes to sending a strong message to 
Government to keep essential legislation that 
protects the most vulnerable. Instead, many 
Thanet council members barely glanced at 
what was probably the most significant 
report to come to us for some time.

Robins & Day 
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‘I Go’ keeps on going in city car race 


SAMDAVISON 



FIVE years on from launch we can 
see how well Toyota judged the 
city car sector by leading the tri¬ 
partite small car project that 
spawned its Aygo baby car. 

Using Toyota’s engineering and manufac¬ 
turing clout, Peugeot and Citroen have also 
benefited through their own 107 and Cl mod¬ 
els respectively, produced at the same low-cost 
plant established in Eastern Europe. 

As we often report, creating an attractive 
small car after agreeing that it needs to seat 
four adults in reasonable comfort, while 
pleasing the wind tunnel, is a tough call for 
designers - big cars offer so much more room 
and flexibility to play with. 

But Toyota’s Aygo (priced from £8,220) man¬ 
ages to be distinctively different from its 
French-badged sisters, while also having a 
highly-respected dealership network behind it. 

It was recently given a facelift and the ben¬ 
efit of Toyota’s Optimal Drive treatment - a 
re-work of the engine retaining power, while 
achieving the apparent contradiction of better 
fuel consumption and lower emissions. 

The three or five-door hatchback’s little 
68bhp 1.0-litre engine is nippy enough 
around town and capable of cruising the 
motorway yet should average more than 
60mpg, emits just 106g/km of C02 and sits in 
the lowest insurance bracket, making it hard 
to argue against as an urban runabout or 
budget second car. 

Toyota has also marketed the car cleverly 
with regular special editions and up-spec 


packages - an Aygo Black flagship (from 
£9,460) was launched in March. 

Along with the neat styling, the clever name 
- pronounced 1 Go’, this has also made it a 
trendier choice than some rivals in the sector. 

The optional multi-mode M/M, which does 
away with the clutch, is popular too with 
those who buy cars for use in crowded town 
centres and adds just £500 to the price. 

It simply does the clutch operation for you, 
so the Aygo remains as economical as ever, 
but can be left in full auto mode or driven with 


manual shifts selected in sequence for fun 
driving. With just 68bhp on tap, the Aygo is no 
racehorse, but a stiff suspension means that it 
can be driven with verve. 

The cabin is reasonably spacious for the size 
of the car, but possibly at the expense of the 
boot which is tiny and accessed via a small 
opening - even with seats folded flat, this is 
not a hatchback for moving furniture in. 

Nevertheless, the Aygo remains fresh in an 
increasingly competitive sector as people 
downsize their car choice.

Meriva is more 
a re-varnish job 


LIKE that varnish you daub on 
doors, the original 2003-vintage 
Vauxhall Meriva did what it said 
on the tin. 

You had to admire how easy it was to use, but 
once the job was done you didn’t give it a sec¬ 
ond thought. It was one of the most practical 
yet anonymous small MPVs on the market. 

However, that’s all changed with the newly 
launched second generation car (from £15,495). 

Wider and longer, it’s a lot more stylish with 
a distinctive stepped rear window line that 
has the practical effect of giving smaller 
passengers in the rear a better look out. 

And the piece de resistance is something in 
common with the latest Rolls-Royce Phantom 
and Ghost models: rearward opening rear 
doors for easier access. 

Once known as ‘suicide doors’ this format 
was banned in the 1960s, though one suspects 
fashion had something to do with it, too. 

But the concept is back now, with modem 
safety features to prevent kids opening the 
so-called FlexDoors while the car is moving. 


The doors have conventional child locks 
anyway, but they also lock automatically at 
speeds above 2mph and a green light in the 
door handle goes out, indicating that the door 
cannot be opened. 

If a door has not closed properly when the car 


starts to move, an alarm and dashboard warn¬ 
ing go off, but if the car is in an accident, the 
FlexDoors unlock automatically. 

Why go to the trouble? The FlexDoors swing 
open to an angle of nearly 90 degrees, vastly 
improving entry and exit anyway, but it is 


parents with small children who will see most 
benefit as they pilot the kids in and out and 
strap them in.

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mummy gives the rear door a nudge with her 
derriere and leaves a mark on the neighbour¬ 
ing car. 

With both front and rear door open on one 
side - the fronts open at a similar angle to the 
FlexDoors - it is easier to corral and manage 
the children in and out of the car, too. 

Vauxhall has also gone ‘FlexCrazy’ lately, re¬ 
thinking how interiors and storage work; the 
latest Astra impressed, so it’s hardly surprising 
that its MPV sister far exceeds that thanks to 
the ‘monocab’ MPV design and those doors. 

There are easy fold-down rear seats, which 
can also be moved to create more boot, leg or 
shoulder room and the centre console compart¬ 
ment must be one of the biggest and most 
versatile on the market - you could probably 
get a baby in there except that you’d be in trou¬ 
ble with social services. 

Engine line-up includes new generation small 
capacity turbocharged petrol engines. The effi¬ 
cient fuel consumption - from an average mpg 
in the mid-40s - and extra power of these 
boosted units renders the normally aspirated 
1.4 entry unit almost surplus to requirements. 

However, even the racier, cleaner and mean¬ 
er petrol engines may have a job outselling the 
diesels, including a 1.3-litre capable of averag¬ 
ing nearly 60mpg and a miserly ecoFLEX vari¬ 
ant of this due later in 2010. 

Neverthless, our 120PS (118bhp) output 1.4- 
litre turbocharged petrol test car highlighted 
how petrol is charging back aided by the light¬ 
ness and smoothness of the powereplant ver¬ 
sus an equivalent diesel. 

It made it easy to forget that you were driv¬ 
ing an MPV and the Astra-derived chassis felt 
taut and responsive enough to please on rare 
occasions when a car like this is not crammed 
with kids. 

The cabin is predictably airy and the Meriva 
would be easy to live with and even rather 
staylish - I would be surprised if it didn’t 
become more numerous as well as more mem¬ 
orable than its predecessor.

turn the tide

KENT’S seaside towns are not just 
about rock and candy floss - they’re 
great places to do business too, 

writes Chris Murphy. 

That’s the message from one of the county’s 
new MPs who has already won a top level meet¬ 
ing with a Government minister to drive home 
the attractions seaside areas offer to business 
and tourism. 

Laura Sandys, the Tory MP for South Thanet, 
wants to see a marine energy park established 
and has won a meeting with Mark Prisk, the 
minister for business, innovation and skills. 

She said: “I want to ensure ministers across all 
departments understand the particular chal¬ 
lenges facing seaside towns. 

“While our constituencies might be only a few 
miles from prosperous parts of the country, 
many seaside towns face very different chal¬ 
lenges and often have a much lower standard of 
living. That difference can be seen in quite star¬ 
tling contrast a mere 10 miles inland. 

Task force 

“We see much higher levels of deprivation, 
incapacity benefit and joblessness in seaside 
towns. In some instances, we also have a high 
proportion of jobs in the public sector. 

“I am calling for a task force to ensure our par¬ 
ticular challenges are addressed and under¬ 
stood, with a focus on job creation and support 
for business start-ups. 

“We need to rebalance our economy. This is 
particularly important in deprived coastal areas. 
Thanet, for example, has a huge opportunity to 
benefit from small-sector tourism businesses, 
jobs in the ‘green economy’ and small start-ups. 

“I want our voice heard and interests served, 
and I welcome the minister’s enthusiasm to 


meet with us.” She said it was not all about 
tourism, although that is also crucial to towns 
like Margate and Broadstairs. Ms Sandys said: 
“Seaside towns have been at the end of the line 
for years. They have high numbers unable to 
work, plus poor housing stock. It’s time this dete¬ 
rioration was halted. Large companies need to 
move into the area and boost the workforce. 

“We need Government to understand there are 
special characteristics to seaside towns and to 
help make them attractive for firms to set up. 

“The South East is known as a prosperous 
area, but its seaside towns are not. Thanet does¬ 
n’t match the profile of the South East. The isle 


would benefit from a strong focus on marine 
energy and the green economy. Thanet has the 
largest wind farm in the world, making this an 
ideal area to establish a marine energy park, 
boosting business and creating jobs. We also 
want major national tourism drives to promote 
what our seaside towns have to offer. We want to 
see the Kent seaside industry great again.” 

Answering a parliamentary question from Ms 
Sandys, Mr Prisk said: “I would be more than 
happy to meet my honourable friend and her col¬ 
leagues. It is important to recognise some of the 
special problems in particular locations, and 
start-ups are crucial in that respect.” 


No mystery to safari sales boost

MD Graham Seymour said: “Our shoppers not | 
only got to have a great day out but were trained tL 
to look at a whole range of factors. 

“These included everything from researching 
on the web and their experience at the ticket 
office, through to the food and customer service, 
but also smaller things that can make all the dif¬ 
ference to a day out, such as signs, litter bins and 
cleanliness of the toilets. 

“Over the course of a year our mystery shop¬ 
pers reported back on their experiences and pat¬ 
terns soon emerged, with certain factors repeat¬ 
edly cited as not customer-friendly. 

“We were able to report these to Port Lympne 
and work with them to make changes that 
improved the customer experience.” 

As a result of the feedback a range of changes 
were instituted - ranging from asking staff to 
wear name badges to customer service training. 

One of the most significant changes was in the 
promotion of the African Experience, a four- 
wheel-drive ‘safari’ to see park wildlife including 
zebra, giraffe and wildebeest. 

As a result of feedback, the location of the tick¬ 
et office for the safari was changed, contributing 


to a 10 per cent rise in sales. Other feedback 
included visitors preferred it when African 
Safari drivers switched off the pre-recorded com¬ 
mentary and introduced it live. Staff are now 
being trained to do that more often. Port 
Lympne also made changes to signs and 
ensured feeding times and keeper talks took 
place at the advertised times. 

Port Lympne retail manager Gary Gould said: 
“The advice received from Shopper Anonymous, 


tied with other marketing campaigns, saw 
almost a 10 per cent rise in uptake of the African 
Experience. Their reports made a big impact, 
helping reinforce our culture of excellence in cus¬ 
tomer service. We also put all retail and safari 
staff through customer service training, ensur¬ 
ing they are fully equipped to give the very best 
experience to customers. We will continue to use 
mystery shopper reports to make sure we main¬ 
tain our standards across the board.” 
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Comment 

DESPITE its important place in the county’s economic make-up, 
farming can sometimes feel like the forgotten industry. We don’t 
have food shortages worthy of the name in this country, and our 
farmers don’t follow in the footsteps of their French counterparts 
by dragging sheep carcasses to Westminster, or blocking motor¬ 
ways with tractors. 

Which makes the Kent public’s apparent enthusiasm to cele¬ 
brate farming at the County Show all the more gratifying. 

Last weekend’s Kent County Show proved to be a resounding 
success on many fronts. Firstly, it shifted its focus back onto land 
management - allowing agriculture to once again take centre 
stage. 

Secondly, and most crucially, it appears to have re-engaged 
with the general public. After the event, the organisers were able 
to trumpet a halt in the decline of visitor numbers to the three- 
day event. 

An increase of more than 4,000 visitors through the gates com¬ 
pared with last year is no mean feat in these economically- 
squeezed times and to be congratulated. Reversing a five-year 
trend of falling attendance should also be celebrated. 

Yet this year’s 85,000 visitors is still some way short of 2005’s 
105,000 punters. Just like crops, however, the show is dependent 
on good weather to harvest the biggest audience. 

Hopefully, next year will confirm a new trend of increasing gate 
receipts. 

The new Why Farming Matters marquee took centre stage at 
the showground’s main entrance, and the grand parade of live¬ 
stock made a welcome and popular return. 

Farming has been forced to adapt to changing conditions as 
much as any industry. Kent is now home to wine producers, for 
example, and this week in the news section you can read about 
how fruit producers are finding the challenge of climate change 
opening new doors. 

And next time you drive past a herd of cattle or a swaying field 
of wheat, don’t forget the human cost of farming.

Developing Kent’s Future Leaders 
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Safety drive to cut 
the grim harvest 
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SAFELY GATHERED IN: Dangers highlighted as harvest time approaches 


FARMERS have been given 
a stark reminder of the dan¬ 
gers of the job after the lat¬ 
est work fatality statistics 
reveal a high number of 
deaths in agriculture. 

The new figures make for grim 
reading, with the farming industry 
responsible for almost a quarter of 
work-related deaths in 2009-10 
nationwide. 

This is despite only 1.5 per cent of 
the population working in the sector. 

While other industries are making 
progress in safety, the number of peo¬ 
ple being hurt or killed on farms - for 
example, hit by tractors or crushed 
by machinery - remains high. 

Complacent 

Mike Walters, an inspector at the 
Health and Safety Executive (HSE) 
in Ashford, said although the num¬ 
ber was not higher in Kent than else¬ 
where, farmers should not become 
complacent, especially with harvest 
upon them. 

“Farmers make up a small part of 
the workforce, but the high number 
of deaths is horrendous,” he said. 

“It averages almost one person a 
week across Great Britain. Farmers 
really do need to remember the dan¬ 
gers and not become complacent.” 

He added that the upcoming har¬ 
vest would add to the risks, with 
heavy machinery being used. 


“Farmers will bring the combine 
harvesters out - they can be an 
added risk along with the problems 
with farm vehicles like tractors and 
trailers. Workers can become compla¬ 
cent with the equipment they are 
using. Sometimes they don’t notice 
machinery is old and in need of 
replacement or repair” 

But Mr Walters said the high num¬ 
ber is also likely to be down to farm¬ 
ers rushing their work. 

“Trying to get the crops in before it 
rains can lead to accidents,” he said. 

He has now called for farmers in 
Kent to join the HSE’s Make The 
Promise, Come Home Safe cam¬ 
paign. Tragic stories of farm workers 
killed or injured at work are being 
used as part of the initiative to make 
others aware of the need for safety 


and welfare for themselves and their 
workers. Peter Kendall, president of 
the National Farmers’ Union, said 
the organisation noted the latest sta¬ 
tistics with “considerable sadness”. 

He added: “In the coming months 
we will establish an industry coali¬ 
tion with our partners and through a 
concerted effort will look to spread 
the health and safety message. 

“Farmers, growers and their staff 
will be working long hours this sum¬ 
mer, often alone. 

‘We’ve already started to remind 
our members to take care, but as har¬ 
vest gets under way we will step this 
up and continue to support the HSE 
efforts to minimise farm deaths.”

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A KENT Euro MP has called on 
SMEs in the South East to “look to 
Europe” for business opportunities after a 
report showed a positive link between 
exports and SME performance. 

Liberal Democrat Sharon Bowles was com¬ 
menting on a European Commission study 
in which ‘internationalised’ firms reported 
employment growth of seven per cent, while 
those focused on local markets grew by only 
one per cent. The study also found that the 
percentage of UK SMEs exporting was 
below the EU average of 25 per cent. 

Ms Bowles said: “The single market offers 
South East businesses unrestricted access to 
almost 450 million customers. With so many 
small firms struggling, this represents a 
good opportunity to grow. The single market 
is worth £200bn to UK businesses and it is 
time the South East took its fair share of 
this.”

“We believe we will see this pattern contin¬ 
ue with a period of significant growth expect¬ 
ed in 2011. Interestingly, at the moment, our 
prices are competitive with equivalent prod-

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Back to County Show roots

In the County Show’s EcoVillage, KOS Media - publisher of 
this newspaper - had a stall that proved popular with visitors. 

Marketing director Richard Purvis said: “The Kent country¬ 
side, as well as being a valuable resource, is one of the most 
beautiful parts of England and should be appreciated.” 
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Artist’s big tea break 

THE stain left by a cup of tea provided a business inspi¬ 
ration for artist Simon Stevenson, who paints the land¬ 
scapes and wildlife of Africa. 

He took out a stand at the Kent County Show to reach 
people with an interest in the natural world with his 
work called A Brush With Africa. 

“And I’m most likely the only person here who paints 
in tea,” he said. “I actually use PG Tips as my material. 
It all started when I left a cup of tea on a piece of paper 
and saw the colours it left.

brands. Magners cider has taken off with a high- 
profile advertising campaign aimed primarily at 
the lager market. 

It is even served in bottles similar to popular 
beer brands and has been branded as ‘the sum¬ 
mer drink’ served over ice in a tall glass. Vikki 
Wright was at the Biddenden Cider stand at the 
County Show. 

“It’s true the drink is more popular among 
young people than before and that surge can be 
attributed to what Magners has done,” she said. 

“But it’s the quality of the product that counts. 
People wouldn’t keep drinking it if they didn’t 
like it. We have both sides of the market. Older 
people still like to come to our vineyards and 
orchards and see how the drinks are made. But 
sales from stores are popular among the younger 
age group.” 


Forging the future

forge and anvil in the middle of a village. 

Now the age-old craft is on the move - with fire, tongs 
and all the rest of the equipment in the back of a van. 

Appearing at this year’s Kent County Show were Gill 
Dunmall and her husband Phil, from Yalding, who run a 
horse-shoeing business. 

They say the trade is 
as important now 
as it has always 
been. And the 
van is the

“In the old days 
there would be a 
forge in every village.

People still need shoes 
for horses and they always will. Making horseshoes is a 
real skill and not one that should ever be lost. 


“We’ve had to move with the times, but there is noth¬ 
ing wrong with that.”

“The 
huts are a really novel feature. They 
can be mounted on stilts or have steps 
up to them - many designs are possi¬ 
ble. 

“I have taken inspiration from coun¬ 
tries across the world and made it 
available for people to put in their gar¬ 
den.” 

Brian Baldwin has another idea to 
make the best use of land. He offers 
allotments in East Farleigh that are 
rented out and the money given to 
deserving local causes. 

Meanwhile, the home-grown produce 
is available for the table - or can be 
swapped between allotment holders. 

“A charity called John Bunyan 
Leaver left three-and-a-half acres to 
anyone who wanted to grow things on 
it,” said Mr Baldwin. 

“And the profits are used for local 
charitable causes, usually just £100 or 
£200 here and there. But it all makes a 
difference.”

“The County Show is the ideal place 
for me to show what I do. Fve been on 
expeditions to places such as Australia, 
Congo and Borneo, so my work with 
animals takes me all over the place. 

“I have built up an excellent network 
of contacts when it comes to wildlife. 

“If someone asks me for a sculpture 
of a gorilla, I can contact someone who 
knows all about the animals. 

“I’ll then study film and pictures and, 
if possible, spend time with the animal 
before starting on the work. That 
makes it as authentic as possible.”

ORGANIC children’s wear and toys are the 
speciality of Paul Blair, from Maidstone, 
who used his experience of having four chil¬ 
dren to set up his own business - Kidz 
Organic. These include clothes and dolls all 
aimed at families who want to ensure their

toddlers have an eco-friendly start to life. 

“My babies suffered from dry skin and I 
found out that organic cotton and natural dyes 
are good for skin, so that’s what I make my 
clothing from,” he said. 

All the materials used in Mr Blair’s products 
are natural and no synthetic chemicals are 
present. One of his successes has been a doll 
stuffed with sheep wool. 

“This keeps the scent of a parent and when 
babies are bom prematurely the doll can be 
left in the incubator with the child,” he said.

Of the 60,000 organi¬ 
sations working with liP in the UK, almost 20 
per cent are in the public sector. 

“Managers need to spell out the business 
case for continuing with schemes such as 
Investors in People,” said Mr Telfer. 

“Rather than looking at the initial outlay, 
organisations need to think about how much it 
is worth to hold on to established good prac¬ 
tices and what would be the cost of managers 
not effectively managing their teams. 

“Private sector organisations such as 
Nationwide estimate that a two per cent 
increase in their employee engagement index 
translates into 10 per cent productivity and effi¬ 
ciency gains,” he added.

Six on highways shortlist 


SIX companies have been shortlisted by 
Kent County Council for the contract to 
maintain its huge highway network of more 
than 5,000 miles of roads from next year.

KCC aims to refine its requirements by 
September 21. 

The authority’s cabinet member for envi¬ 
ronment, highways and waste, Cllr Nick 
Chard, said: ‘We are looking forward to an 
open dialogue with these companies. We are 
keen to hear how they could help us to make 


Kent’s roads the best in the country, despite 
these difficult times and the financial chal¬ 
lenges we are facing.” 

The new contract will be awarded in May, 
2011, and run for up to 10 years. Work by 
current contractor Ringway will be complet¬ 
ed on August 31,2011. 

In addition to the road network, KCC also 
maintains 4,000 miles of pavements, 2,700 
bridges, 110,000 street lights and 300 miles 
of cycle network plus thousands of signs and 
bollards, traffic lights, road drains and even 
roadside trees and plantings. 
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Warning over 
legal disputes 

TOWERGATE Risk Solutions, the Sevenoaks- 
based insurance broker, has urged businesses 
to protect their companies and managers 
against increased litigation.

SEEING your name on the Open

from Heme Bay looked up and caught a 
glimpse of the scoreboard.

“It came up on the board and stayed there,” 
he said. “I just had to keep doing what I was 
doing because as soon as you start thinking 
about it too much you have problems. Every 
time I did it I forced myself to focus on the 
next shot.” 

Birdie 

Another birdie followed at the 15th in a 
blemish-free round of 66 (six-under-par), 
good enough for a share of third place after 
day one in his first Open as a professional. 

Before the 27-year-old could take it in he 
got a glimpse of life as a top player, sitting 
through an hour of interviews for television, 
radio and the written press. 

Tiley’s name stayed in the leading pack for 
24 hours, until he began his second round in 
the windiest conditions he had ever played 
in.

Judo club’s tornado terror 


AN HEROIC coach saved the lives of several 
young judo players after a tornado tore 
through a sports hall at a training camp in 
Belgium. 

About 160 players, including 10 from 
Tonbridge Judo Club, were practicing on the 
mat when the roof was ripped off the build¬ 
ing, but miraculously everyone escaped alive. 

The Tonbridge youngsters were being 
supervised on the trip by their coach, Colin 
Eldridge. The 50-year-old was blown out of 
the building when the tornado hit, but risked 
his own life to head back in and rescue those 
left inside. 

'You just go into autopilot, I was the coach 
and I just wanted to get the kids safe, I didn’t 
do anything more than anyone else would 
have done,” he said. ‘When you look at the 
aftermath, how there were no fatalities I’ll 
never know.” 

Chris Bowles, Tonbridge’s head coach, felt 
some of those involved may need counselling 
to help them get over the traumatic experi¬ 
ence, but hailed Eldridge’s role in helping

FORMER athletics star Sally 
Gunnell sympathises with Lisa 
Dobriskey s dilemma about com¬ 
peting at the Commonwealth 
Games, admitting she would 
have skipped them during her 
career to focus on Olympic glory 

This week track cyclist Victoria 
Pendleton became the latest big name to 
pull out of the Games in Delhi, following 
Sir Chris Hoy’s lead earlier this month. 

While their decision was down to a clash 
with the European Championships, sever¬ 
al top athletes, including heptathlete 
Jessica Ennis, have withdrawn to concen¬ 
trate on winter training. 

Dobriskey, from Ashford, is yet to decide 
whether to defend the 1500-metre title she 
won in Melbourne four years ago. 

With the Games not taking place until 
October, anyone competing faces a long out¬ 
door season which could impact on prepa¬ 
rations for next season when top athletes 
will be fine-tuning ahead of the 2012 
Olympics. 

Few athletes know the value of the 
Commonwealths more than Gunnell, who 
won gold medals at three successive Games. 
The former 400m hurdler was in Gravesend 
this week to open a new fitness suite, and 
understands the predicament. 

“I think you have to look at the big picture 
and with 2012 coming round the comer it’s 
an individual thing,” she said. “What would

I have done in that situation? I would have 
probably done the Europeans and missed 
the Commonwealths to get back in train¬ 
ing. 

“It’s because of the timing; it’s very late so 
you have to extend your season. It’s a very 
difficult one, if you’re at the top end of your 
sport I think you’ve got to think twice about 
it because it will have a knock-on effect on 
your ability to perform next year. 

“If the Commonwealths are going to be 


your career highlight - and for some it 
really will be - then you take it and go 
out there. It’s not the Olympics or the 
Worlds; it’s the weakest of the four major 
championships.” 

The priority for all British athletes this 
year are the European Championships, 
which begin in Barcelona on Tuesday. 

Dobriskey is expected to contend for the 
medals in the 1500m after taking silver at 
the World Championships a year ago, and 
Gunnell believes she has what it takes to 
flourish - both next week and at the 
Olympics. 

She said: “Lisa’s had a few niggles, but it’s 
all about performing when it really matters 
and she’s a very exciting athlete to watch. 

“She’s very switched on and is someone 
you’d put your money on in some respects. 

“With the next two years she’s at the 
right age, she’s at the peak of her career 
and has a great opportunity. Everything is 
falling into place, she’s just got to make 
sure she gets right for the big day.” 

Gunnell was the special guest at a ceremo¬ 
ny marking the official opening of a 
£1.2 million fitness suite at Cascades 
Leisure Centre in Gravesend on Tuesday. 
The 1992 Olympic champion is passionate 
about capitalising on the surge in sport post- 
2012, and was impressed with the facilities. 

She said: “You can really see people are 
realising it’s a massive opportunity and we’ve 
got to make the most of it. Everyone talks 
about the legacy, but what is actually being 
done about it? It’s great when you come to 
places like this and see people are thinking 
about the legacy and putting things in place 
to make sure we don’t waste it.”

Why top flight 
tennis is good 
for Kent scene 

KENT’S men retained their top-flight status 
in the AEGON Summer County Cup this 
week in the latest in an encouraging set of 
results for the county’s tennis scene. 

The team won Group Two last year and the 
11-strong squad saw off Warwickshire, North 
of Scotland, and Lancashire, in their opening 
doubles matches in Eastbourne. It put them in 
with a chance of winning the title for the first 
time in 2005 as we went to press. 

It is the latest achievement in a prolific few 
weeks for Kent tennis. Lewis Burton, who 
plays at the Bromley Tennis Academy (BTA), 
reached the Wimbledon boys’ doubles final 
earlier this month, his club-mates won the 
AEGON Team Tennis National Open title last 
weekend, and a team from Langley Park 
School for Girls in Beckenham finished sev¬ 
enth in the national schools championships. 

Promising 

The vast majority of the players getting all 
the success are involved with the BTA, one of 
19 high performance centres set up nation¬ 
wide in 2005. Naomi Cavaday, ranked number 
four in Britain, was one of the first to benefit, 
but there is a promising group of juniors pro¬ 
gressing through the ranks. 

Clint Harris, director at the BTA, is pleased 
with the progress the facility is making, but 
offered a relatively bleak assessment of British 
tennis’s strength compared to other countries. 

He said: “Our facility is moving ahead and 
our player base is growing. I’m optimistic we’re 
doing better things than we were a decade ago. 

“But if you look at our European counter¬ 
parts and how many players they have at their 
base, it’s significantly greater. We still don’t 
have enough clubs with a performance men¬ 
tality, we don’t have enough players or access 
to courts. 

“There’s around 10 times the number of 
clubs in France, so their base is greater. They 
will have more players in that top one per cent, 
which is not happening with British tennis, 
where the numbers are more limited.” 


Seymour targets World Cup berth after England success

SUCCESS at the Hockey World Cup 
is now top of Natalie Seymour’s 
agenda after helping England’s 
women make history at the 
Champions Trophy last weekend. 

The 23-year-old featured in every 
game as England surpassed expec¬ 
tations in Nottingham, beating 
Germany last Sunday to claim a 
bronze medal, their best ever finish 
in the annual tournament. 

After a brief break the squad 
have little time to rest on their 
laurels, with the World Cup 
beginning in Argentina at the end 
of August. England have never 
won a medal at the competition, 
which is second only to the 
Olympics in prestige. 

Seymour, who plays for 
Canterbury ladies, is not taking 
anything for granted, but believes 
the results at the Trophy have given 


everyone in the set-up a newfound 
confidence. 

She said: “It’s about trying to 
maintain my level of performance to 
get into a position for World Cup 


selection. Having such a positive 
experience at the Champions 
Trophy definitely helps us going 
forward. 

“It was an amazing experience on 


so many levels. We’re obviously 
delighted to get the medal and we 
felt we really performed well as a 
squad. Also the way we won games 
has just given us so much belief play¬ 
ing against teams like that, many of 
the games were very close and we 
still managed to come out on top.” 

The event in Nottingham was the 
first real test of the centralised 
training programme launched last 
autumn, where the squad train 
together three times a week. After 
finishing bottom in last year’s 
Trophy, Seymour is convinced it 
shows the hard work is worth it. 

She said: “We’re delighted to have 
tangible evidence it’s working. It’s 
only been 10 months since we start¬ 
ed with the programme so for us 
going back into it, winning a medal 
is really motivating because we’ve 
seen the benefits.”

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Club hire Premier stars' p h ysiotherap ist 
to help King win battle back to fitness

A NEW rehabilitation programme is 
beginning to pay off for Simon Ring 
after the Gillingham defender turned 
to a former Premier League physio¬ 
therapist for help. 

This week marked the one-year anniversary of 
the pre-season friendly at Bromley which saw King 
stretchered off with an ankle injury. 

After going under the knife last September, he set 
himself the goal of returning to the first-team before 
the end of the season, but a series of setbacks forced 
the 27-year-old to think again. 

Earlier this summer, King’s surgeon put him in 
touch with John Green, who spent 15 years as head 
physio at West Ham. Now in private practice, he 
counts Michael Owen, David James and Craig 
Bellamy among his previous clients, but his first 
piece of advice came as a body blow. 

“The best thing was to start from scratch again,” 
King said. “It was pretty demoralising. To be out the 
whole season and work hard to do 
as much as I could, but then all of a sudden I was 
back to square one. It was a kick in the teeth at the 
time, but I’ve been out for so long now that if it 
takes a few more months, then so be it.” 

A year on the sidelines has given King plenty of 
time for reflection and one of the biggest regrets is 
the feeling the injury was partly self-inflicted. In 


helping the Gills win promotion via the play-offs 
two seasons ago, he played with an injury for 
months, getting by on painkillers while gradually 
wearing away the irreplaceable cartilage. 

He said: “If I had known what sort of damage I 
was doing at the time I wouldn’t have done it. The 
reality is it’s happened, unfortunately my ankle 
had a lot of wear from that season and I don’t think 
it’s ever going to be 100 per cent. 

“[Giving up] has crossed my mind a few times as 
some days you don’t seem to be getting anywhere, 
that’s when you need your friends and family 
around you. Everyone’s been great and the new 
management team have been very supportive and 
are not trying to rush me back.” 

With a new rehabilitation schedule set by 
Green, King has completely focused on strength¬ 
ening the muscles around his injured ankle for 
the last six weeks. 

The plan is to begin light jogging next month 
using a special treadmill which reduces the amount 
of weight borne by one leg, and build up gradually. 

As someone who has come to view the light at 
the end of the tunnel with more than a degree of 
scepticism, King is positive, but realistic about 
his progress. 

He said: “In my head I’d love to be back for Barnet 
in November. We’ve got Oxford, another one of 
my old clubs, around then as well, it would be 
lovely to be part of those games, but I’m not going 
to build all my hopes up. 

“My goal’s about the bigger picture, so I won’t be 
too disappointed if it takes a bit longer.”

I T HAS been a real topsy-turvy 
summer for me - including an 
ICC World Twenty20 victory in 
the Caribbean, stop-start spells 
with Kent, a series of games for the 
England Lions and another One- 
Day International appearance for 
England. 

Unfortunately, in that England game - the 
first in the recent three-match NatWest Series 
against Bangladesh - I was only given three 
overs to bowl and didn’t really have a chance to 
do myself justice. I was then left out of the 
remaining two games. 

Of course, that was disappointing because 
with Graeme Swann rested I had joined up 
with the England one-day squad hoping and 
believing I would get all three games to show 
what I could do and try to develop further my 
international career, which began in 
Bangladesh last winter. 

But the pitches persuaded the England 
management to go with the extra seamer, and 
in the one game I played, Paul Collingwood 
ended up bowling a lot of overs with his medi¬ 
um-pacers simply because of the conditions. 

I have to respect that, and I understand total¬ 
ly why England went the way they did with 
their bowling selections. 
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evertheless, and even though I didn’t 
think the three overs I bowled were 
that bad, I feel I went into the series 
with my bowling action not quite where I 
wanted it to be. 

I also think, overall, there was a little bit of a 
hangover for me from not bowling as well as I 
could have done during the England Lions 
games I played in directly before linking up 
with the senior one-day squad. 

During the second one-dayer against 
Bangladesh, having been left out of the team 


for the match, I did however have a session 
with Andy Flower out in the middle during 
the break in innings and was able to chat to 
him a bit about trying to get my action back 
to where it was. 

I had also spoken a bit with David Parsons, 
the Academy director and England’s former 
spin coach, during the Lions games, and so I 
was able to discuss further with Andy what 
David and I had talked about. It all meant I 
came away from my spell with England 
with some clarity of thinking, and in a 
positive frame of mind, and also look¬ 
ing forward immensely to the last 
couple of months of the season. 

All I really want to do for the 
foreseeable future is bowl lots of 
overs for Kent, and get back the 
rhythm I’ve had for most of the 
past year or so, and especially 
last summer. 

I think I got into some bad , 
habits with my bowling during 
the winter, largely as a result of 
bowling too much in the nets, 
and I’ve suffered a bit this sum- , 
mer from not getting as many 
overs under my belt as I would 
have liked.

There is a lot of cricket to be played in 
the next six or seven weeks - predominantly 
championship cricket - which should give me 
the opportunity to have the long bowls I need. 

We also need to start to win some champi¬ 
onship games, and quickly, and so the motiva¬ 
tion could not be bigger for me at the moment. 

I’m just desperate to get back to being fully 
involved in Kent matches, with both ball and 
bat, and if I want to have a chance of being cho¬ 
sen by England again this winter - or in the 
one-day matches against Pakistan in 
September - then I had better start to perform.

Somerset and Surrey in talks with Khan

KENT face an anxious wait to learn 
whether Amjad Khan will accept a 
new contract at St Lawrence after 
Somerset and Sussex entered the 
race to sign him for next season. 

The two counties registered their interest more 
than a month ago after learning Khan was in the 
last year of his contract at St Lawrence, trigger¬ 
ing a clause that allows clubs to talk to a player 
following the submission of 28-day written notice. 

Both clubs have been in contact with the 
player, although Somerset chief executive 
Richard Gould said talks between his county and 
Khan are “on hold”, presumably as Kent have 
been playing at Taunton this week. 

Sussex are the other county that have 
expressed an interest in talking to the player, 
exclusively revealed on our website www.kent 
news.co.uk, while Kent too have talked to Khan 
and his agent David Fulton 

Head coach Paul Farbrace told Kent on 
Sunday: “It’s something we have known about for 
a while, certainly two counties have written in 
and asked permission to speak to him using the 
28-day rule, which of course we had to give per¬ 
mission for. 

“We don’t want to lose him, but he has to decide 
what’s best for his career at this stage. 

‘We have had one initial discussion with him and 
his agent about staying and we have said that we 
want him to stay. It’s in his hands and he has got to 
make a call as to what he wants to do.” 

The club re-signed several high-profile players 
nearing the end of their contracts last season, 


including Rob Key, Martin van Jaarsveld, 
Geraint Jones and Joe Denly, but a decision was 
made not to offer Khan an extension at that time. 

The 29-year-old has struggled with injury over 
the last two seasons and it’s likely Kent were 
looking to see how the Danish-born paceman 
fared during the course of this summer, before 
offering a new deal. 

Farbrace said: “It was obviously a risk when we 
ran him down to the last year of his contract, but 
we thought that was the best thing for all con¬ 
cerned and it’s now up to him to make the call.” 

Elsewhere, Kent’s injury problems continue to 
stretch their limited squad after Robbie Joseph 
suffered a recurrence of his shoulder strain. 

The fast bowler made a return after a year out 
in the championship game at Hampshire earlier 
this month, but was ruled out of the game at 
Taunton this week. 

It’s another blow for the side who have at times 
this season been without Joseph, Khan, Dewald 
Nel, James Tredwell, and an overseas bowler. 

“Robbie’s had a recurrence of shoulder soreness 
so has gone back to Canterbury for treatment 
and we’ll decide what is the best step from there,” 
Farbrace explained. “He has a chance of playing 
in the championship game against Essex next 
week, but it’s probably unlikely, well have to see 
where we are next week. It’s not ideal, but there’s 
not a lot we can do really. 

“We were promised he would be ready for the 
start of the season and obviously he wasn’t. It’s 
been a long, slow process and it’s tough for every¬ 
one concerned, but we have to just get on with it.” 

Skipper Rob Key is nearing fitness, however, 
and could be available for the visit of Essex on 
Thursday. He broke a finger batting at the Rose 
Bowl nearly three weeks ago, but could be back a 
week earlier than previously anticipated. 


THE BOARDROOM turmoil at 
Ashford Town sunk to new depths 
this week when one of the owners 
admitted the club are “highly 
unlikely” to play football this 
season. 

The future for the club looks 
bleak as a long running dispute 
between co-owners Don Crosbie 
and Tony Betteridge came to a 
head with news Town are set to go 
into administration on Thursday. 

That comes off the back of the 
club resigning from the Ryman 
League at the beginning of the 
week, but it doesn’t end there as 
Ashford also face a winding-up 
order and are suspended from all 
football due to £2,000 of unpaid 
loan fees owed to Ebbsfleet United. 

Town face a race against time to 
play competitive football with the 
Kent League their only possible 
route. With the Kent League sea¬ 
son just two weeks away, Ashford 
need to pay their debts to Ebbsfleet 
for the ban to be lifted before the 
end of next week in order for the 
Kent League to host an EGM. 

At the meeting the club will need 
approval from all Kent League 
clubs before entry can be accepted. 

Freehold 

It’s a race against the clock for the 
club and Betteridge, who owns the 
freehold to the club’s Homelands 
ground, believes it’s one Ashford 
will not win. 

Betteridge said: “I don’t know 
how long this is going to take. 

“Even with the administration 
route it is highly unlikely Ashford 
will be playing this season. If it’s 
left to the last minute to pay 
Ebbsfleet, I don’t see how they will 
be accepted into the Kent League.” 

Crosbie, who is also club chair¬ 
man, admits Town face a tough 
battle to have everything in place 
before the start of the campaign, 
but is confident Ashford will play 
senior football this season. 

“I’m as confident as I can be that 
we will be playing in the Kent 
League,” he said. 

“At the minute there is a board- 
room deadlock and myself and Tony 
are unable to come to an agreement 
about anything. Administration is 
the only way to go to keep this club 
alive.”
